Lack of ‘Good Faith ’ 
Laid to Union by Wicks 

VANCOUVER (CP)—The district policy committee of 
the International Woodworkers of America decided Saturday 
to call some 27,000 coast forest workers out on strike at 11 
a.m. July 6 if no settlement is reached in their contract 
demands. 

A strike of British Colum¬ 
bia's coastal forest industry 
could cost the province $1.- 
000.000 a day in lost w ages and 
production. 

A statement issued by dis¬ 
trict president Joe Morris said 
production will be halted “un¬ 
less in the meantime a satis¬ 
factory settlement has been 
reached in any renewal of 
negotiations." 

"The seven man negotiating 
committee was authorized by 
the union's top policy making 
body to take whatever step* 
are necessary to open discus- 
sions with employers in an at¬ 
tempt to reach a settlement 
without open conflict," the 
statement said. 

FIGHT DAYS 

That means employers hsve 
eight days in which to settle 
with their workers. There are 
some 125 companies involved, 
represented by Forest Indus 
trial Relations.

Incompieta but well scattered 
returns In a plebiscite show 
Islanders voting about 1$ to 1 
in favor of statehood.

1 a HOSPITAL is not a fit place in which to be 
, ' rv aick." 

So Roland H. Berg of Look magazine summed 
up the findings of a secret investigation of several 
California hospitals earlier this year. 

Of course he was exaggerating, in a highly 
unjust way. Some hospitals turned out to be good, 
others not so good. But it seems that the com¬ 
mittee appointed by California Medical Association, 
found some real faults in American hospitals in 
general. 

They were “run for the convenience of doctors 
and nurses—not for the benefit of the patients.'' 

Patients were kept undressed all the time— 
even when they didn't need bed rest—so that they 
would always he ready for examination, whenever 
the doctor arrived. 

* * * 

Patients complained that nurses really did 
awaken them to administer sleeping pills, and 
roused them from sleep at 5 a m. to have their faces 
washed. 

They found fault with demands for payment in 
advance, poor food, meagre visiting hours, the "cal¬ 
lous" attitude of some doctors and the "indiffer¬ 
ence” of some nurses. 

The investigating committee derided that the 
rigid schedule of some hospitals, and its emphasis on 
staff ronvenienee rather than patient comfort, was 
the result of poor organization and conflict of 
authority. 

The patient was stripped of all his elothes and 
other symbols of personal identity, governed by a 

time-schedule made for infants rather than grown¬ 
ups. and treated not as a human being, but a 
"troublesome disease that happens to be lodged in a 
carcass.” 

* * * 

The investigating committee urged that 
patients be put to bed only when they needed rest, 
that they be allowed to keep their clothes in a 
locker nearby, so as to be clothed when possible: 
that, in most rases, patients should be informed 
about their progress. 

Hospitals should have flexible meal-hours and 
grown-up sleeping hours Provision should be made 
for mothers to stay with small children 

These reforms sound desirable But a few 
questions arise in the layman’s mind: How many of 
these faults are found in hospitals outside Califor¬ 
nia? Since doctors are much busier people than 
patients, shouldn't they he allowed a certain amount 
of consideration* 

If a hospital is made too pleasant a place, isn't 
there a danger that more people will "enjoy being 
ill?" 

* * * 

I'd like to see a survey of two groups of 
patients, one of them kept in pleasant surroundings, 
made to feel welcome and rared-for, the other group 
housed in a more austere place under sterner con¬ 
ditions Which would get well faster? It would be 
Interesting to know. 

* If I were a patient. I would lie interested in 
obtaining pleasant surroundings. Bui—is it possible 
that a patient who, Is awakened at 5 a m. for a 
sponge bath, and treated with Indifference by the 
hospital staff, will mend his health better than the 
patient who is treated like a human being? No 
doubt it depends on the individual But I would 
like to sec the results of some Research on the 
subject.

W. 
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West Coast Access 


C OMPLETION by August or 
September of the last few miles of 
roadway along Kennedy lake will 
bring into reach limited public access 
y\o the magnificent scenery along 
Kennedy River, Kennedy Lake and. 
at the coast. Long Beach with miles 
of hard-packed sand fronting on the 
open Pacific. Provincial park reser¬ 
vations throughout the region are 
being made now and that is some 
provision for the future. It should 
not be forgotten, however, that Ken¬ 
nedy Lake has an annual rainfall of 
mote than 300 inches, one of the 
highest in the world, and that only at 
certain seasons are facilities for 
camping likely to be used by the 
general public. The reserves will 
protect some timber which never can 
be duplicated. 

A through - road from Port 
Albemi to Tofino will be an import¬ 
ant addition to Vancouver Island's 
economy, nevertheless. This will he 
the fulfilling of a pledge given many 
years ago to families who pioneered 
their homes in the region; an immedi¬ 
ate service to coast defence; and. to 
whatever extent its use proves feas¬ 
ible. a new scenic wonderland for the 
public to enjoy. Almost the same 
thing could be said of the earlier link 
across the island south of the canal 


to Port Renfrew. Both these connec¬ 
tions have been carried out under the 
government's bargain with operating 
timber concerns, with necessary fill- 
ins by the provincial department of 
public works. 

Most island residents will agree 
that it is something to have the 
access roads in place on the ground, 
even though of limited' use to the 
public at present. For the future, 
however, another consideration will 
need to be weighed. The Alberni- 
Tofino route may be opened to public 
use for 12 hours between 6 p.m. and 
6 a.m., while logging trucks are not 
in operation. Normally that implies 
a relatively brief period of daylight, 
and who would want to travel a 
scenic highway after dark? Logging 
along the West Coast between Port 
Renfiew and Tofino now is more or 
less geared to perpetual. 100-year 
cycles, under regenerative forest 
policy. Will logging trucks ever be 
off these roads? 

In some way, the Province will 
need to prepare for the time when at 
least the main east-west laterals on 
the island can be turned into full pro¬ 
vincial highways, open to th£ public 
at all times. Only so can their initial 
construction in this fashion be 
justified. 


‘Traffic of Minds’ 


A CONFERENCE to formulate a 
new program of Commonwealth 
icholarships and fellowships and to 
review existing arrangements for 
co-operation among Commonwealth 
countries on all aspects of education 
will be held in Oxford next month. 
Thus the Montreal Conference of 
Commonwealth ministers last Sep¬ 
tember begins to bear fruit. It was 
at that notable meeting that decision 
was. reached to establish a new 
scheme of scholarships and fellow- 
ahips, in the expectation that within 
a few years its benefits could be made 
available to a thousand Common¬ 
wealth students. Of that total the 
United Kingdom undertook respon¬ 
sibility for one-half and Canada one- 
quarter. 

The scope of the coming confer¬ 
ence will be broad, and in numbers of 


delegates from governments and 
teaching institutions it will be the 
largest ever held in the Common¬ 
wealth. It stems from the resolve at 
Montreal last year that the units of 
the Commonwealth should help each 
other to realize maximum develop¬ 
ment of their peoples through educa¬ 
tion and training. 

In the education field the practice 
of exchanging both teachers and stu¬ 
dents has been followed for many 
years, with mutual advantage. In 
Britain alone there are at present 
more than 38,000 students from over¬ 
seas, of whom 7,000 are enrolled in 
universities and colleges. To this 
flow of men and ideas Canada has 
always made a substantial contribu¬ 
tion, and under plans to emerge from 
the conference next month the 
"traffic in minds” undoubtedly will 
increase still further. 


Removing a Reproach 


*T'HE history of the Canadian 
armed forces in the last war has 
been well recorded. It is in fact 
creditable to the historians concerned 
that the several accounts of army, 
navy and air force were published so 
speedily after the cease fire sounded. 
There was no undue delay. Some of 
this was possible because recognition 
was given to the gathering of data 
while the war was in progress, and to 
the operation of the historical section 
of the general staff. 

Unfortunately no such facilities 
obtained during the first war, nor did 
succeeding governments attach suf¬ 
ficient importance to documenting 
the military effort in that conflict. 
It has been a standing reproach that 
the official history of the Canadian 
Army during 1914-18 w as never com¬ 
pleted. This has not only done little 
Justice to the troops concerned but 


has left a gap in the modem history 
of Canada. 

Changes in the historical branch 
at defence headquarters indicate that 
this may soon be remedied. Both 
Colonel C. P. Stacey, the director, 
and his deputy, Lt.-Col. G. W. L. 
Nicholson, have in the postwar years 
written volume after volume to bring 
the official record of the Canadian 
Army in the last war up to date. 
Their task has been a formidable one 
and splendidly done. Colonel Stacey 
is due to retire this summer, and he 
will do so leaving Colonel Nicholson, 
who will succeed him. in a position to 
concentrate on the history of the 
armv in the first war. 

This will bring satisfaction to the 
older veterans, whose activities on 
the Western Front during 1914-18 
have gone without complete official 
documentation. The amend will he 
belated, but more than welcome 
nevertheless.

Out of Touch With the Public 


By RICHARD L. THOMAS 


B RITISH Railways, one of the 
private industries nationalized 
by the Socialists In 1917, has com¬ 
pleted its eleventh 
year of operation 
with a magnificent 
deficit for one year 
of more than $230.- 
000.000. It is the 
most prolific loss 
recorded to date 
of any nationalized 
Industry. 

We are assured, 
of course, that 
things are going to be better. The 
trouble, it is said, is that the national¬ 
ized railways inherited systems com¬ 
pletely run down by the war. They 
had dilapidated locomotives, worn 
tracks and tatty equipment. They 
admit that the public were given poor 
service, dirty carriages and slow 
trains which had a habit of breaking 
dow n and only rarely keeping sched¬ 
ules. In effect new railways had to 
he built, and during the building 
there were tremendous losses of cash 
and customers. 

In the process of rebuilding there 
was a ruthless abandoning of many 
line* branded superficially as un¬ 
economic. Canterbury, in the heart 
of east Kent and quoted merely 
because I know it best, used to have 
radial lines to the coast to Whlt- 
stable. to Dover, to Folkestone and 
to Ramsgate. The Whitstable and 
Folkestone lines were closed down. 
The Ramsgate line is so tedious and 
Irregular that virtually no one uses 
it. Only the Dover line remains. It 
needs a pretty elaborate stretch of 
the imagination to regard Dover as 
a resort; Folkestone, on the other 
hand, has always been popular. 

* * * 

This position is typical of what 
has been going on all over the 
country. Now the change has started 
to take effect. The Dover line has 
bc<*n electrified, the line from Canter¬ 
bury to Ramsgate will be electrified 
during the next two years. The main 
line from London to Ramsgate is 
now electrified. 

Forbears British Railways steam¬ 
ers crossinjT the Channel have been 
unable to provide the accommodation 


needed for vehicles. The result was 
the creation of an air ferry which 
has been taking 30.0tl0 vehicles a 
year. Now a new car ferry has gone 
into service. Maid of Kent modern, 
efficient and well run. 

As 1 write, the east Kent electri¬ 
fied services have been operating for 
less than 10 days. Preliminary figures 
suggest that passenger traffic has 
Increased by between 50 and 73 per 
rent, but much of the gilt has been 
taken off the gingerbread by an 
announcement that fares are to be 
increased, with the explanation that 
railway fares have only been doubled 
since the war whereas many products 
have Increased by three times their 
1915 price. Nothing Is said of prod¬ 
ucts which have not increased in 
price spark plugs are the best 
example, costing the same as they 
did before the war. Many automobiles 
are selling for less than double , 
the prewar price If sales tax is 
eliminated., i i- 

* * * 

On the one hand there is political 
Interference with the railways; that 
Is undeniable; but there is also a 
great deal of incompetence. Some of 
It is due to the traditional civil service 
outlook; some of It Is due to the com¬ 
position of the board which runs the 
enterprise. There is a consplcious ab¬ 
sence of anyone concerned with mili¬ 
tant salesmanship, and there la ob¬ 
vious need for someone with a knowl¬ 
edge of psychology. 

Their public relations attitude is 
defensive. We have had months of 
apologetic regrets for inadequate 
service with promises of the joy* 
ahead when modernization arrive^ 
Now that it has arrived the apologies 
have begun for the regrettable neces¬ 
sity of increasing fares on the basis 
of falling traffic due to inadequate 
service. Now- traffic is Improving be* 
cause of better service, hut the bene¬ 
fit will be lost If passengers are 
turned away to cars, scooters and 
coaches because of high fares.

GRISLY STORY 
Research has indicated that 
there was a basis for the story, 
and a grisly one at that. 

In 1212. hordes of children 
from France and Germany set 
off on a tragic "children's 
crusade' to free the holy land 
from the Moslems. 


Children from France 
pressed south to Marseilles, 
where survivors were sold into 
slavery by local merchants. 

Orman children numbering 
20.000 according to some 
sources went east overland 
and died of starvation, exhaus¬ 
tion and exposure. 

COLONY SURVIVED 

One variation of Pied Piper 
legend claims the children re¬ 
appeared in Hungary, where 
they formed a German colony, 
said to have survived until 
modem times. 

German colonization of 
Slavic and Hungarian lands in 
the middle ages also may help 
to explain the legend

A sufficiently laige anchor 
can he a nuisance, for it 
means that every time the 
boar goo* out it carries aboard 
several falhom* of wet. slimy 
rope or chain. Ihe anchor itself 
1 and. if the owner is wise, an 
anchor buoy.'' The simplest 
answer is to put down a 
mooting. 

Suppose you decide to moor 
in three fathoms, measured 
at h»gh water. In theory you 
should use nine fathom* of 
chain. This xxoulri mean that 
the boat would swing around 
the mooring in a circle with 
a diameter of approximately 
100 fen 

One way to avoid this laige 
chi le 1* to put down ’two inn 
pound xveighls and have about 
20 feet of chain between them.

Few Things to Get Straight First 


Its Great Fun to Crash the Water Barrier 


By MARttK NAVSMITH 

Well, here we go again. 

We have well over 1,000 youngsters enrolled 
in this year’s Colonist free swim classes and in just 
eight short weeks from next Thursday they are 
going to be swimmers. 

They are rtfet going to end the eight weeks as 
English Channel or Juan de Euca Strait material 
but they will be able to paddle at least a few strokes 
—they will have crashed the “water barrier” and, 
from there on. the degree of expertness which they 
gain will be up to themselves and to you parents. 

Before the classes get started, however, there 
are a few things we should get straight. 

First, the matter of equipment, Naturally bath¬ 


ing suits, towel and, for girls, bathing caps, are 
necessary. 

Next item on the list should be some form of 
waterproof container which can hold wet suit and 
towel and double as a clothes locker while young¬ 
sters are in the water. Shopping bags are all right, 
but just barely, and should consist of two bags, one 
inside the other or else the wet suit will cause them 
to come unstuck on the way home. 

And please don't forget that the bag, whatever 
it is made of, must be large enough to contain clothes 
and shoes while your child is swimming. 

Children who don’t use the Colonist free swim 
class buses to reach Happvland Beach (I think 
we’ll call it that from now on because nobody seems 
to call it Hamsterly), are our responsibility only 


during the period of the class in which they are 
participating. 

Not so the kiddies u ho use the swim class buses, 
however. We are responsible for these youngsters 
from the time they board the bus on the way out 
until they alight back in town. 

Which brings up a couple more points. The 
buses will leave from the North Ward School 
grounds beside the Colonist offices on Douglas 
Street. They may not be boarded at the bus depot 
or anywhere else. Youngsters awaiting the bus at 
the school grounds must, wait inside the fence of 
the play area and not loiter about the sidewalk. 

Children who have received permission from 
their parents to stay at the beach after their class is 
over must have written authority to stay, or else 
they will be returned to the city on the bus. 


My assistants and I have a huge task ahead nf 
us and we can only do it properly if we have thf 
co-operation ,of parents and children. Towards this 
end. children must understand that they shall be on 
their best behavior during classy. 

We have no time to spend on youngsters who 
can’t be easily controlled. 

When 1 or one of my assistants speaks, we ex¬ 
pect the class to pay attention. 

All of this may seem a bit strict at first glance, 
but we have a very real responsibility towards these 
hundreds of youngsters, and ; their parents and, I, 
too, think each of us enjoys and feels keenly about 
the challenge of teaching these kids to swim. 

I know w e re all going to have a lot of fun and 
when the eight weeks are over we will have taken 
a real step tow arris reducing tragedies in the water.

GERA Ml M CUTTINGS (C. S. 
G., Victoria i. You arc quite right when 
you aay you believe the watering and 
character of the eoil is responsible 
lor the loa* of geranium slips through 
rotting. I prefer not to use soil at all 
for striking cuttings and have had 
beat aucceaa by inserting them either 
in pure coarse aand or a 50-50 mix¬ 
ture of peat mosa and coarse sand. 

The watering ia all-important and 
a very common error is to keep the 
rooting medium soggy wet. For best 
result^ It should be only just damp. 
Use plenty of gravel or other drain¬ 
age material In the bottom of th« pots. 

Your idea of watering with a weak 
permanganate solution I* good, as this 
is a mild fungicide and Inhibits rot or 
ganlams. It alao pays to dip the cut 
end of the slips in a hormone rooting 
powder, as this stimulates the forma¬ 
tion of roots. The modern formula¬ 
tions such as Rootone contain a fungi¬ 
cide as one ingredient, which gives a 
little added protection against rot and 
“blackleg” while rooting ia taking 
place. 


LAWN MOTHS - (C. S. G.. Vic¬ 
toria*. It ia a very bad sign when littia 
moths flutter up out of the grass as 
you stroll across the lawn of an eve¬ 
ning. as the larva of this moth is the 
sod webworfi. which feeds upon the 
roots of the grass. 

Almost any soil insecticide will 
clean out these grubs a soil insecti¬ 
cide Is one formulated especially for 
sub-surface pests- but the easy way 
to do the Job these days is to buy Ant 
A Grub Killer in an Easy Spray or 
Hoz lt On bottle sprayer.

Next year, spray w ith 
maiathion. lindane or DDT when 
three quarters of the blossom petals 
have fallen and again 10 days lifer. 
The timing is all important, for the 
spray is useless unless It is applied 
when the fly is active but before sha 
lays her eggs 

nr BUDDED DELPHINIUM — 

IR P.B.. Victoria*. I couldn’t say just 
what particular critter ate all tha buds 
off your delphiniums nor why he con¬ 
centrated on the light blue varieties. 
Ignoring the dark blues and purples. 
It is probably a voracious caterpillar 
and I suggset that you keep all your 
plants dusted with Rose Dust against 
his return Next time, he may wish to 
vary hfs diet! 

The Tamarisk or Tamarlx likes our 
Victoria climate and should do just as 
well In your garden here as it did In 
your Bournemouth home. Some good 
•ones are Aestivalia and Pentandra, 
both red and both blooming in mid¬ 
summer. and Juniperina and Tetan- 
dra. both pink and both in flower dur¬ 
ing the spring months. Tha plants will 
cost about $2 each.

Simplicity Lost? Affirmative! 


English Is becoming more difficult to understand. The 
art of speaking a simple declarative sentence is lost. In 
the armed service* some officers cannot even say “Yes.'* 
I asked a colonel one evening if I could mix a drink for 
him and he said: “Affirmative.” He meant yes. 

Each of the sciences has a language of its own. The 
separate fields of engineering, medicine, astronautics, 
atomic energy, military science and other! all have a lingo 
which is lost to the rest of us. If we could find, and awaken, 
a Rip Van Winkle who had slept for the past 20 years, do 
you think he would understand such words and phrases 
as "high yield,” “fallout," “mach 2." “I want out," “resid¬ 
ual," “tha summit," “reciprocal ultimata"?

Actors cannot open a sentence without using the 
word “actually." When I hear this, I am led to believe 
that >\hat was said prior to the use of this word has been 
untrue. We have fallen so much in lovt with words and 
their sounds that we tend to gild, exaggerate, redefine and 
qualify until the meanings are washed out like the color 
in a dollar and-a half shirt. 

At a recent trial, I watched a lawyer and a doctor 
engage in a semantic duel. "New," said the lawyer, "In 
the true meaning of insanity, doctor ...” The doctor 
Interrupted. “That's your word." The lawyer appeared to 
be startled.

It has an engaging biographical 
sketch by Arllne Boucher Tehan. On page 118. Burlingame 
deals with "Semantics and Psychiatric Jargon."

Burlingame asks a hypothetical question: “Would 
dentistry have been understood by the laymen If the prac¬ 
titioners talked about *the viability of the pulp and the 
venepenetratlon through the dental enamel junction and 
the advantage* under such circumstances of practicing 
extension for prevention?*” 

“Of course not. Our teeth are in better condition to- 
day because dentists have repeatedly exhorted us to 
‘brush your teeth three times a day’ and ‘See your dentist 
regularly.* Why not apply that lesson in our efforts toward 
bettei* mental health? I have the feeling that everything 
we know In psychiatry Is reducible to language under¬ 
standable to all men of medicine and moat of the laity.” 

The worst offender* are the military. In the reports 
from subordinate to superior, they will never use two words 
where 2.000 can be more confusing. The words selected 
are a patois of cliches, usable for all future reports merely

"A HOSPITAL is not a fit place in which to be 
,ri sick." 

So Roland H. Berg of Ixtok magazine summed 
up the findings of a sccset investigation of several 
California hospitals earlier this year 

Of course he was exaggerating, in a highly 
unjust way. Some hospitals turned out to be good, 
others not so good. But it seems that the com¬ 
mittee appointed by California Medical Association, 
found some real faults in American hospitals in 
general. 

They were "run for the convenience of doctors 
and nurses—.pot for the benefit of the patients ". 

Patient* were kept undressed all the time - 
gven when they didn't need hep rest—so that they 
would always fie ready for examination, whenever 
the doctor arrived. 

* *7__ a 

Patients complained that nurses really did 
awaken them to administer sleeping pills, and 
roused them from sleep at 5 a m. to have their faces 
washed. 

They found fault with demands for payment in 
advance, poor food, meagre visiting hours, the "cal¬ 
lous" altitude of some doctors and the "indiffer¬ 
ence" of some nurses. 

The investigating committee decided that the 
rigid schedule of some hospitals, and its emphasis on 
staff convenience rather than patient comfort, was 
the result of poor organization and conflict of 
authority. 

The patient was stripped of all his clothes and 
other symbols of personal identity, governed by a 
time-schedule made for infants rather than grown¬ 
ups, and treated not as a human being, but a 
"troublesome disease that happens to be lodged in a 
carcass." 

o * * 

The investigating committee urged that 
patients he put to hed only when they needed .rest, 
that they be allowed to keep their clothe*/in a 
locker nearby, so as to be clothed when possible: 
that, in most cases, patients should be informed 
about their progress. 

Hospitals should have flexible meal-hours and 
grown-up sleeping hours. Provision should be made 
for mothers to stay with small children. 

These reforms sound desirable. But a few 
questions arise in the lavman's mind How many of 
these faults are found in hospitals outside Califor¬ 
nia’ Since doctors are much busier people than 
patients, shouldn't they he allowed a certain amount 
of consideration’ 

If a hospital is made too pleasant a place, isn't 
there a danger that more people will "enjoy being 
ill?" 

* * * 

I'd like to see a survey of two groups of 
patients, one of them kept in pleasant surroundings, 
made to feel welcome and cared-for. the other group 
housed in a more austere place under sterner con¬ 
ditions. Which would get well faster? It would he 
interesting to know. 

If I were a patient, I would be interested in 
obtaining pleasant surroundings. But—is it possible 
that a patient who is awakened at 5 a.m. for a 
s|winge bath, and treated with indifference by the 
hospital staff, will mend his health bettor than the 
patient who is treated like a human being? No 
doubt It depends on the individual But I would 
like to see the results of some research on the 
subject.

WORK with your HANDS! 


J^AJ NIELSON, woodcarver. flipped the air 
} with his laige strong hands. 

‘The human hand ia the most powerful 
apparatus designed by Nature,'' he said. "The 
hands should he trained never stuck in the 
pocket. You should be proud of your hand*— 
pot hide them.’’ 

Danish born KaJ Nielsen ipronounced "Kie" 
ex logger, fanner, sailing ship seaman and keen 
Canadian patriot, was honoring me with some 
of his \ lews on ai t and life. 

We uere talking In his Plnecraft Studio on 
Pandora Avenue, suuounded by carved buds and 
anunais, half relief pictures in wood and hand¬ 
made lurniture uf high quality. 

‘This is the attitude h> 1 too many young 
people today,*' Mr. Nielsen, said, thrusting lux 
hands in his pockets and hunching himself over, 
by way of uepioustiation. “Flat chest, skinny 
arms, eyes downcast. Not upright, the forward 
step ... \ 

'This vandalism it's an expression of con¬ 
tempt for society. The grownups are setting 
the young people such a poor example ... 1 told 
my wife 20 years ago and it’s coming true now 
— that if Canada doesn't see lit to train her 
youngsters to a tiade, the Europeans will take 
all the Jobs ...” \ 

When he had a woodcarving and cabinet- 
making shop in Vancouver, a boy came to^him 
and begged to be allowed to learn the trade. 
r }|e said he couldn't afford to pay an untrained 
helper, but would be willing to teach him until 
he learned something. * , 

"Then the boy's father came in and asked 
how much 1 would pay. I told him. maybe $10 a 
week for some weeks until the boy began to 
* leant something .. . 

" Tough, my son can go out right now and 
earn $2 an hour as a rough carpenter.' he said. 
‘You're not Interested in having him learn a trade, 
you're only interested in money,' 1 said. 'I bid you 
good day.' c > 

"Canadians are going to be hit awful hard 
when there's not a tradesman left in Canada. They 
can t all be truck drivers. .. . 

To work with your hands is the most satisfy¬ 
ing thing in the world. ..." %■ 

“A lot of people sre helpless with their hands, 
because they only push a pencil, or not even that, 
use a dictaphone There's an awful urge among 
people for security . . . s pension. That s an 
awful thing for any nation . . . 

"A young man who leaves ihe nest then 
Jumps this way and that, until he knows where 
he's going. I’ntil he knows where he's going, he 
doesn't grasp anything; everything falls sway 
from him. Now I'm happily married, but I'll say 
this about some young men If before a man 
finds where he's going, he gets married, he's got 
a ball and chain around his leg. 

SOONER OR LATER 

"lie's got a Jlttie bit of a Job that d«»esn t suit 
him. but he has to hang on because he has others 
to feed. When he's young and carefree and full 
of vinegar, it doesn't matter too much. But 
sooner or later it begins to wear him down. He's 
tloing something he’s not cut out to do. Then he 
goes sour. The whole world is wrong. He's not 
wrong, the world Is. . . . 

"llow often do you read In the paper that 
some old lady or m vne old man has taxon up 
painting and done well at It. That's what he had 
In his heart w hen he was young, and it never came , 
out until now. That's all wrong 

KaJ Neilsen himself covered plenty of ground 
before- he learned what he wanted to do. But he 
knew fairly early what he didn't want to do. In 
his native Copenhagen, where he was christened 
Eherhardt KaJ I eonhardt Nielsen. SO years ago, 
his father owned a large second-hand business. 

He never had any wish to become a merchant. 

His brother went into the family trade and 
Is now a wealthy man. Kaj left home at 14 and 
sailed before the mast In the barque Viking.

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his hand* hk fortune. 


' Tliis vessel carried cargoes all around the 
„ world. Kaj Nielsen was In her crew until she 
reached Samoa. He got x> interested !h the 
place that the ship sailed without him, and he 
spent six months there waiting for the nqpt boat 
out. He earned a living as a pearl-diver. 

‘Tve lived every inch of my life." he says 
exuberantly. 

He put in two more years at sea in steamships 
and then came to Canadas 

He began at Winnipeg and came to B.C. by 
wa> of Alberta. On the way, he went logging 
and farming. Ciaxvhoppers and drought drove 
him west. Bv the time he reached Vancouver, 
he knew what he wanted to do; carving and 
cabinet making. 

Now he was married, to the former Florence 
Switzer of Revelstoke. tThey have one daughter 
Deena. 12*4.1 

They lived in West Vancouver, where Kaj ran 
a basement workshop and store. 

Then the provincial government asked Kaj 
to work on the furnishings of the government 
lodge in Manning |*ark. This meant moving to 
Victoria and working in the parks shop at 
Langford. 

After some time their, he set up business for 
himself, on Pandora Avenue 

During the last two years, he has been at 
work in his own tune on a k*g house at Gold- 
stream. where he plana to move his studio after 
next Christmas. 

* That's my last stand." he says. Tve darned 
near starved to death here for four years. 

"They know* more about my work in Europe 
and in the laa^d States than here. . . ." 

But Kaj Nielsen likes to make it clear that 
he s no sorehead. He knows why the arts and 
crafts are not highly valued in Canada and he 
d n»sn t attach any blame to the country for the 
situation Canada has been too busy building 
railways roads, fat fortes and cities to worry much 
about the "finer" things. 

That's why a rough carpenter makes more 
than a cabinet maker because they're pushing 
back the frontier." he sakl ♦'Americans have no 
more frontier. *o they corne up here looking for 
gracious living." 

Kaj Nielsen lifted an axe in the air. "This 
Is the most important tool In Canada." he said. 
"Without the axe, we couldn't have got off the 


• • • »»e snouiii ininK^oout the tremendous 
effort put forward by the people who oiened this 
country. ... , 

"I've been around the world foftr times, and 
theie's nothing in the world like B.C. If I was a 
writer. I'd write about it. but this is my medium." 
He pointed to his carvings. 

"Europeans like (a work with their hands 
especially Scandinavians. They make the best 
settlers, because they’re permanent. My estab- 
lishment at Coldstream Is going to he there 800 
years. if It's varnished regularly. . . 

*nt*te 11 be carved owls on the front, a pere¬ 
grine falcon and a family of bears. Ml have a 
swimming pool, four overnighhslop cabins, a 
lodge: maybe a steam bath and massage .

Everything there will be made in B.C. ]'m 
siek and tired of seeing souvenirs from every 
other part of the world. - It's bad enough that 
everything we see. hear and wear comes from the 
United States.

Anyone who wants to stop collecting coins is 
beyond ihe pale and certainly not going to get 
any help from this column, but for those who 
want to begin, here are a few’ hints. - 

Canadian or United States coins, because of 
their availability in Victoria, are perhaps the 
easiest.o( all to begin with. 

And the easiest way to collect these coins sys¬ 
tematica IIy is by buying sets of folders, at a cost 
of 50 cents each. 

These folders are made of heavy cardboard 
and have holes *ut part way through the pages

His poducts have ranged aU the way from a 
scale model of a claw hammer, one-quarter of an 
inch long, to a 17-ton sign for B.C. Forest Products. 

“Everything that comes out of this shop is 
original, and 1 never make two things the same," 
he says. 

Three awards, including a gold trophy for 
the top entry in the Pacific National Exhibition 
hobby show, came to Mr. Nielsen for his picture 
carved in untxi of a Canada lynx attacking a rabbit. 

“Did you start carving as a hobby, before you 
took it up as an occupation?” I asked. 

“I could always work with a knife. Wherever 
I was in a logging camp or anywhere I always 
had some place to work before I made my bed. 
But whittling-that * low grade work; most 
dissatisfying. 

“Whittling is something that everyone can do.” 

He produced an intricately-carved jewel box 
which looked like something that Benvenuto Cellini 
might have made if he had been a wood-carver. 

‘That's from my whittling days." he said 
contemptuously, as he blew dust off it. 

Now he works with an arsenal of chisels, 
spades. spoons. dog-legs and other carving tools, 
made of the |inest hard steel and honed to a razor 
edge. He has about 150 tools altogether. 

He never took a If OH In his life, but he 
teaches wood-carving to others. He doubts that 
he will continue his classes when he moves to 
Coldstream. 

He held up the figure of a salmon, gleaming 
as though it had just leaped from the water. This 
was one of the few Nielsen carvings that were 
colored. Kai Nielsen doesn’t believe in using 
color, as a rule. He thinks it spoils the lines of 
a figure. 

He has another reason, too: He Is red-green 
color blind. But by the look of that salmon, 
nobody would realize it. 

He never uses sandpaper. The very idea Is 
blasphemous to him. The finish on all his furni¬ 
ture and animals comes directly from the tools. 
He believes that carvers should work fast and 
boldly. "If you start out being afraid, you’ll 
alwavs be afraid." he s«ys. 

Hr carves in native woods, m-xst often In 
pine. "It’s the finest, but one of t£e most difficult, 
because It’s soft." he says. “Your tools must be 
exceedingly keen- -otherwise it looks as though 
it had been gnawed by a rat.” 

“How do you make your birds and anima’s 
look so lifelike?" I asked. 

“A lot of people look and don't see." he said. 
“I have a photographic mind. I absorb what I 
see with my whole being, and store it away until 
I need it.” 

He doesn’t carry a watch. “I wouldn’t have 
any use for one." he says. ‘To a craftsman, an 
artisan, the job at hand is more important than 
time or money ... to lay your work down and 
say: Tve done my best.' 

“There's variety in my work. It's a pleasure 
all the way through. How many men can tell 
you that?"

to hold coins of different denominations. Be¬ 
neath each hole is the date of the coin* to be 
insened and, if theie are more than one variety 
of coin for any particular year, that is allowed 
for also. 

They can be bought at two or three book 
and magazine stores in Victoria and at the two 
registered coin dealers. 

Next step, logically, if the budding collector 
hasn't already started, is to keep an eagle eye on 
small change as it comes and goes. 

This stage of the hobby filling the slots In 
the bonks with the best samples of each coin 
that can l>e found is a lot of fun. but it becomes 
frustrating as one or two holes stubbornly 
semain empty. 

The thiid, and crucial stage, is to go to the 
nearest bank with that negotiate green stuff and 
take home several rolls of coins to search through. 
This stage is known in numismatic circles as the 
point of no return. 

By this time the beginner has a firm grasp 
of the hobby and has personal likes and dislikes 
firmly established. And also about this time the 
Victoria Public Library has another member 
taking out books on coins. 

Collecting, of course, isn’t'restricted to Cana¬ 
dian or United States coins, or even to coins of 
the one denomination put out by the one country. 

Collecting foreign coins appeals to many be¬ 
cause of the unusualness of them, compared to 
the common coins we all handle day by day. 

ONE OK TIIK BEST ways to do this is to get 
to know a navy man who goes overseas. Another 
is to haunt the travel buieaus which often have 
foreign coins in their cash registers. 

And collectors can also write to banks or offi¬ 
cial government agencies in far-away places to 
buy more coins. 

It's a quirk of coin collecting that all true 
collectors, at some time or other, revert to the 
same system of business which pieoeded the use 
of coins trading. 

Membership in either of the two North Amer¬ 
ican national numismatic groups the Canadian 
Numismatic Association, with 1.500 members, or 


the American Numismatic Association, with 20,- 
000 members- makes available lists of names and 
addresses of overseas collectors w ho will willingly 
trade their own country’s coins for the coins of 
another country. 

Another branch of collecting open to anyon* 
interested is commemorative coins. 

Last year it was our Own centennial silver 
dollar, and the silver five pound piece commemo¬ 
rating the 10th anniversary of the State of Israel. 

This year it was the Caribbean silver crown. 
Next year, who knows? 

A rare chance to get In on the ground floor 
of a new issue of coinage will be coming up in 
a year or two when the South African coinage 
is changed from the English system to.the deci¬ 
mal system used in Canada and the UA and 
elsewhere. 

THE NEW ISSUE will include two gold colna 
of different values. It will be based on the Rand, 
equivalent to almost $3 Canadian. 

This is a wonderful opportunity for collectors 
to begin a collection with a brand.new coinage, 
and to keep it up through the years 

For the collector who is happiest hunting at 
home for readily available coins, both the Cana-^ 
dian and United States mints make perfect seta 
of their coins available. 

The Royal Canadian Mint at Ottawa sells 
uncirculated 'sets of all denominations of coma 
at $2.50 a set. These coins are completely un¬ 
blemished literally untouched by human hands. 

They are taken out of the stamping presses 
one at a time by operators wearing cotton gloves 
and put straight into small holders. 

The IJ.S. coins are proof sets^ in even more 
immaclulate condition. Prices of these sets, and 
details about buying them can be obtained from 
the U.& Mint in Philadelphia. 

Naturally, the objective of the collector is to 
compile a collection of coins in the finest pos¬ 
sible condition, and the sets offered by the two 
mints are just that. 

The final step for the coin collector a numis¬ 
matist by now is to join a local society. In 
Victoria the group is the Victoria Numismatic 
Society. Box 73. Victoria Post Office. 

Membership fee is only $2 a year and members 
collect just about everything In the coin line, 
including medals. They aie very helpful withj 
beginners, and the opportunities for trading ars 
good.

THIS is ’The Year of the 

1 Image.’* 

“Corporate Image”* and 
“Brand Iamage" will receive 
more attention in articles, 
speeches and at conventions 
than any other single business 
topic. 

Ideas such as the "image” 
spring into prominence in the 
business community and then 
disappear in fad like fashion. 

Ideas which have been 
around for years, are suddenly 
described in Ti catchy phrase 
and hold attention for about 
a year 

Within some years some ex¬ 
amples are “Brainstorming.” 
“Motivation Research.” *The 
Marketing Concept,” and cur¬ 
rently, “The C’oiporate Im- 
age." 

"Brainstorming” reached its 
peak about 1956. Discussion 
of “Brainstorming” has now 
dwindled to a trickle 

The year 1957 was the big 
year for Motivation Research. 
Qualitative or depth review¬ 


ing is as old as social 
research. All sorts of profit- 
making magic was attributed 
to the new label. 

Research men who said it 
was just one of many useful 
tool- for studying the con¬ 
sumer were little heeded. 

Between 1957 and 1958 there 
was excitement over “Sublim¬ 
inal Perception.” It was 
quickly dampened because 
almost everybody opnosed 
using it even if it worked. 

For the student of business, 
1958 was the year of The 
Marketing Concept.” This 
magic phrase emphasized the 
“image" in the consumer's 
mind, favorable or otherwise. 

Now the objective is to 
predominant role of marketing 
in a society where emphasis 
has shifted from piodujriion- 
to distribution and sale. 

When the business historian 
looks back on 1959. he may 
w ell refer to it as '‘The Year 
of The Image" 

An idea that has been with 
us for many years has sud¬ 


denly blossomed out and been 
labeled “T he Corporate 
Image." 

We are now Informed that 
each product and company 
has certain characteristics 
which foim its brand or cor¬ 
porate •personality.'* This 
creates an impression, or 
discover the image, then put 
every corporation and product 
through a sort of “Dale Carne¬ 
gie School” so that it. too. can 
win friends and influence 
people. 

What accounts for the "Idea 
of the* Year” cycle? 

Highly competitive con¬ 
sumer industries with tough 
sales problems are es|>eciaJly 
hungry for new ideas. When 
the^first excitement js.over, 
executives in mote stable, con¬ 
servative industries will rn ike 
some use of the idea.

Is not the art of exporting power to poten¬ 
tial consumers In the United States that requires 
consideration, but the extent to which our domi¬ 
nant neighbors will seek to control-^lnwlian In¬ 
dus! iy and development, if they are allowed 
partnership in exploitation of upper Columbia 
eleiii ij- energy. 

Already we know how possessive United States 
appears v. here and when Canadian trends do not 
entirely roincijle with the will of Washington. 
Ttmle with Red China Is but a recent incident. 
Ottawa had to protest the issue of orders to 
Canadian industry in which American capital was 
Invested. 

Another incident wherein the rights and privi¬ 
leges of the Dominion are opposed Is the diversion 
of the water of the Great Lakes for the purposes 
of the Chicago drainage system. 

* And above all there Is the manner in which 
Canada hsx handed over control of defence to 
the Americans, and has permitted the establish¬ 
ment of tadar lines across our northern terri¬ 
tories. which require the scrutiny of United States 
•ecurity guards for Canadians to approach them. 
This means that Ottawa has not only vacated 
national re ponsibilties. but has provided the 
terrain for the Republic's next war. 

I am not anti American, but I am pro Cana¬ 
dian And 1 think that it is time to stop and 
take stock 

Hi: HAVt: BEEN too complaisant as a people 
and o.ii governments have been too ready to 
agree k> every proposal that emanates from below 
the border th.it Is painted to make it appear 
attractive Wr have been lulled by the senti¬ 
mental babbling about our peaceful relations since 
the wabof 1812-14. It's a soothing harmony that 
Is presented the tune is acceptable, but the facts 
do not alwavs coincide with the music. It is be¬ 
cause of this fact that the arrangements that 
are pioposed should not he concluded without 
the whole picture being presented to every mom- 
hei of Parliament. Ami if a further concession 
Is to bo made to our neighbors, it should be done 
by an informed House of Commons and Senate 
without consideration of political lines. 

If history is of any worth, it is as a sign poat 
to tlie future. History of the past century and 
mote ever since the Oregon Treaty of 1846 - 
provides a Mg n post that carries a warning “it 
Is easy, and convenient, sometimes, to brush off 
such warnings as if they were traffic signs on a 
speedway. Results are often as disastrous. 

Basic policies of nations do not change readily. 
They persist throughout the decades. The rea¬ 
son is that human nature does not alter much 
from generation to generation. An International 
or national objective that appeals to a govern¬ 
ment of tmlay is likely to make a similar appeal 
to a not he i S<i or 100 years later. 

Lrt us look at the picture that history presents. 
There Is only opport unity to glance at the 
astounding story, but it should suffer to empha¬ 
sise the need for caution. 

"4 Daily ttnlontnt 
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EVERY SCHOOIJIOY know** that President 
James K. Pdk was elected to office m 1844 on 
a slogan. “M44 or Fight." But few Canadians 
know the details of the story. 

Robert J. Walker, chairman of the Democratic 
Party, was the man who formulated the expan¬ 
sionist policy^ on which Polk made his appeal. 

President Tylex was the incumbent of office 
and should have been renominated, but Walker 
threw his support behind Polk and provided him 
with a firebrand platform, claiming the whole 
Pacific Slope to the Russian possessions at 54 
degiees 40 minutes North latitude. This was 
Intended to prevent the development of a British/ 
nation to the north, and to exclude Great Britain' 
from the Western Ocean. 

Here is what John W. Foster, an authorita¬ 
tive writer, says in "A Century of American 
Diplomacy ." 

“The find suggestion of the acquisition 
(of Alaska I appears to have been made dur¬ 
ing Polk's administration. We have the au¬ 
thority of a member of the cabinet. K. J. 
Walker, for the statement that Russia indi¬ 
cated a willingness lo give us Its American 
pos s essio n s if we would adhere to the claim 
of M degrees Id minutes on the Parlfir. and 
thus exclude (.real Britain from the ocean 
on the American continent." 

United Slates did not persist in her claim. She 
was totally bested in the negotiations, arid had to 
accept the treaty that was written in London and 
gave Great Bntain everything that she naked. I 
know that this assertion is diametrically opposed 
to the generally acceptable tale, that Washington 
won a great diplomatic victory. 

One reason why United Slates has prospered 
so much at Canadian expense is that we have 
accepted for our schools, in many particulars, 
Canadian history "manufactured in United 
States.” The general belief is that Pakenham. 
the British minister plenipotentiary, suirendered 


to Buchanan, the American secretary of state. 
Such is not borne out by the facts American jec- 
ords, at that 

HERE ARE THE BRITISH aspirations: For¬ 
eign Secretary Aberdeen to Prime Minister 
Robert Peel. Sept. 25. 1844 - two years before the 
treaty was concluded: 

4 "I believe that if the line of the 49th degree 
were exiended only to the water edge, and should 
leave us ;h>-- session of all of Vancouver's Inland, 
with the Northern side of the entrance to Puget s 
Sound; and if all the harbors within the Sound, 
and. to the Columbia inclusive, were made free 
to boti\ countries; and further, if the river Co¬ 
lumbia from the point at which it became navig¬ 
able to its mouth, were made free to both, this 
would be in reality a most advantageous settle¬ 
ment." 

President Polk threatened that United States 
would not accede to any treaty except on her own 
terms, setting the boundary! 

During the first months of negotiation it would 
appear that much of the stcength shown in nego¬ 
tiation was due to U.S^ expectation of support 
from the Czar. When, however, it became apparent 
that a promise of territory a a gift did not mean 
active support in war. the ardor of the war paity 
at Washington diminished. 

When at last the British patience grew thin. 
Lord Aberdeen told Louis Mcl<ane. United States 
minister to the Court of St. James, as ie|>oited 
by Mcl^ine on Jan. 29. 1846 • department of state 
treaty series, 122 »: 

"He apprehended that, from the nature 
of the answer, and the character of the re¬ 
cent debate in the House of Rcprrsentata- 
tives. it would he difficult to prevent the 
conclusion that the President had deter¬ 
mined to (Jiscourage any new proposition on 
the basis of compromise, and to concede 
nothing of the extreme demand . .

and peace preserved, he should nevertheless 
feel it his duty to withdraw the opposition 
he had hitherto uniformly made to the adop¬ 
tion of measures, founded upon the contin- 
wency of war with the United States, and to 
offer no obstacle in future to preparations 
which might be deemed necessary, not only 
for the defence ami protection of the Can¬ 
adas. but for offensive operations . . .** 

Tlw» Congressional Globe lor the 29th Congress, 
first session, pages 471 et seq., show that the 
serious threat to United States was realized. 
John C. Calhoun, former vice-president and sec¬ 
retary of state, declared: ^ 

‘ Having been brought by the line of 
polif* to which I was opposed to choose be¬ 
tween compromise and war. I without hesi¬ 
tation take the former” 

He continued to warn that "it would, in all 
probabiity. prove a Mexican and an Indian war 
as well as a war with Great Britain, and as such 
would extend lo ever> portion of our entire 
frontier, including the Atlantic and Pacific, the 
Inland and exterior, constituting a circuit of prob¬ 
ably not less than 7.(XX) miles.' 

It was on that note that the treaty was 
accepted as penned In Ixindon, and was passed 
without a single amendment by the Senate. 

Tlie_se*ond article of that treaty gave navi¬ 
gation rights to British subjects trading with 
Hudson's Bay Company, on the liver to the sea. 
An effort was made to limit this provision, first 
to 1859 and later lo 1K63, but the move was futile 
and there was no amendment whatever to that 
or any other part of Aberdeen s treaty. 

AT THIS TIME Canadian rights on the Co¬ 
lumbia through United States are of importance. 
Ottawa has never cluim**d them. United States 
should have discussed with Ottawa the damming 
of the river, but ignoied the Dominion. 

In 1858 President Biu-hanan sent John Nugent 
to look over the two Pacific colonies of Great 
Britain. He reported that the> were hardly worth 
the effort of taking them, and must eventually 
enter the Union. 

Just what gould have eventuated following 
the seizure of the San Juan I lands by United 
States troops in 2839. if the Civil War had not 
broken out. it is hard to say During that savage 
and internecine conflict the Republic could not 
go ahead with a foreign war Put the idea of 
obtaining control of the whole of the Pacific 
Coast north of Mexico persisted. 

It was in 1867 that Secretaxv W. H. Seward 
arranged to purchase Alaska in order to show 
British Columbia that she was between the jaw* 
of the pincers. 

Seward in 1869. speaking at Victoria, invited 
the people of British Columbia to enter the Unjon. 
(Daily Colonist. Aug. 29 1869.) At Salem, 

Oregon, a few days later, hr said: 

“Although British Columbia remains, as 
Oregon not long ago was. and as the region west 
of the Mississippi so recently was. and as the 
whol* of United States were, subject to a Euro¬ 
pean power, I. nevertheless, found existing there 
commercial and political forces which render a 
permanent political separation of British Colum¬ 
bia from Alaska and Washington Territory im¬ 
possible” 

The great plan that had been formulated by 
the Czar of Russia and President Polks party 
was reflected in a letter written by Cassius M. 
Clay. U.S. minister to Russia. • ongratulating Se¬ 
ward upon the purchase of Alaska. It is part 
of a return made by the President to the two 
houses of Congress.

Sir* N 

Your dispatch No. 241. April 1st. 1867. enclo*- 
lng me the treaty between Russia and America, 
ceding us all of Russian America waa duly re¬ 
ceived. I aw aited the expression of European and 
Russian sentiment in reference thereto before 
answering you. I congratulate vou upon this 
brilliant achievement, which adds so vast a ter¬ 
ritory to our Union, whose ports whose mine*, 
whose timber, whose fur*, whose fisheries are of 
such untold value, and whose fields will product 
many grains, even wheat, and become hereafter 
in time the seat of *a> hardy white population. I 
reg-iid It as worth at least $50,000,000, and here¬ 



after the wonder will be that we ever got It at all. 

My attention was first called to this matter in 
1863. when I came over the Atlantic with the 
Hon. R. J. Walker, upon whom I impressed the 
importance of our ownership of the Western 
coast of the Pacific in connection with the vast 
trade which was springing up with China and 
Japan and the Western islands. He told me that 
the Emperor Nicholas was willing to give us 
Russian America if we would close up our coast 
possessions to 54 degrees to 40 minutes. But the 
slave interest, fearing this new accession of “free 
soil.” yielded the pbint. ami let England into ihe 
great ocean. Since then. In connection with the 
necessity of our owning one end of a European 
telegraph line, quite independent of England. I 
have talked with arid I have urged the Russian 
authorities in a private way to put the privileges 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company, sublet them by the 
Russian American Company, in our hands with 
a view of having the natives friendly to us. and 
one telegraph line Ac., in case of war. And 1 trust 
I have ai'led indirectly in- this final cession, which 
by your address and secrecy took me with a 
most agreeable surprise. 

“There is here beginning to be a part of ‘in*’ 
and ‘outs.* as in America and England; and they 
(the *out’> have attempted to make interest 
against the administration b> attacking the treaty. 
The Russians are very jealous of foreigners, and 
traitionally opposed to ceding territory; yet in 
consequence of the good feeling everywhere pre¬ 
vailing in our favor. I regard the role as popular.

as perpetual friends; in hope* that it may ulti¬ 
mately lead to the expulsion from the great Paci¬ 
fic nations whose power in the east is Justly 
feared. It went very hard with the English, and 
also with the French; and if you had given lime 
and publicity to your movements I have no 
doubt you would have had mo*t /energetic pro¬ 
tests, if no positive armed intervention to‘prevent 
it. Foi in my opinion the present ‘entente cordial*’ 
between England and France began in a common 
understanding to limit our power on the American 
continent aiul elsewhere. But the strange and 
unexpected good alliance between Russia and 
America lias taken them by surprise, and disa¬ 
bles all their projects. The truth is. England and 
France are no match now for the Unlied Stan** 
and Russia, and the weight of power with 1h* 
coming years will be still more on our side. 1 
have done all I could here to bring about this 
most desirable result, which has already saved 
both of us from war. And so strong is the feeling 
of mutual interest that no administration her* 
would lightly set it at defiance; for the enthusiasm 
of .lie Russnn people at Ihe reception of Mr Foa 
as*finished the government more than it did me, 
w Ihj was really more conversant with public opin 
ionn (han they. Mr. Bodisco has come with th* 
treaty.

John Motley I I Hod 
States minister, to the Court of St. James, in¬ 
formed Earl Granville, the Colonial secretary, 
that Washington would he annoyed if Great Bri¬ 
tain permitted the construction of a radway 
through British territory from Halifax to the 
Pacific.

Today I'd like to direct a word to the wives, 
the very new wives whose only accomplishment 
In the way of cooking is “divine'' fudge and 
perhaps hot cakes out of an Aunt Jemima pack¬ 
age. 

Now the honeymoon is over and the prospect 
of three meals a day “until death us do part" 
can mean coming down to earth with a very real 
thud. If you are one of these brides who does 
not know how to cook and is terrified by . the 
thought. I have some comforting advice . . . even 
that rather dismaying prospect of 50.000-odd 
future meals can be fun and most rewarding. 
Old hands at cooking, like myself, often Indulge 
in fn*e hand cooking but for the young cook my 
first advice is: If your hope chest doesn't contain 
m reliable cook hook, do get one.

I HAVE ALWAYS had a soft spot in my heart 
for the little Irish lady who when asked for the 
recipe for her soda bread gave It this way: 

"Take flour the sire of a hen. sufficient soda, 
a little salt, the full of the little blue Jug of milk, 
mix it but not wet. you know what I mean. That 
Is all there is to it and you bake it until It is 
well done." 

Grandmother might have found this sort of 
recipe intelligible but we wouldn't recommend It 
today Everyone should have, beside* that good 
cook book, the proper measuring ufifrisils. Cook¬ 
ing successfully is not a matter of good luck . . . 

It is careful attention to accurate measurements 
with standard equipment. 

1 suppose buying food, especially meat, is a 
bewildering chore for the new wife. A young 
friend of my acquaintance told me once that in 
the first two years of her marriage she cooked 
nothing but steak, chops and chicken because 
she didn't know anything about either buying or 
cookihg the less expensive cuts. Few budgets are 
elastic enough to have choice cuts all the time. 
Beside*, most ’ of the cheaper cuts, if properly 
rooked, can be equally good to the taste. Here is 
where a good cook book is invaluable. It will 
tell you how to buy and how to prepare every 
part of every edible animal.

Now as to quantity . . . For a twosome* a large 
roast after a couple of appearances will have 
about as much charm as last year's bat or a 
movie that you have seen twice. If ypu learn 
the quantities per person it will guide >t>ur buy¬ 
ing . . . Allow one-third to half a pound bf bone¬ 
less meat per serving and three-quai teiii to one 
pound per serving of meat with a k>t Inf bone 
like spareribs. breast of lamb or short tibs. Of 
course, if you combine meat with vegetables, 
spaghetti or macaroni you will got double the 
number of servings with the same amount of 
meat. 

Chicken or turkey, with its large percentage 
of bone, should be figured at three quarters to 
one pound per person. Now both chicken and 
turkty parts can be bought se|iaiately ‘legs, 
wings, breasts, etc. i. This is a great Help for % 
twosome cooking. 

With fish, one pound dressed fish i heads, tails 
and entrails removed) will serve trip. Fiijh fillets 
(no bones* will make three servings peri pound, 
per pound.

THERE IS no particular rule on the amount 
of vegetables to buy because the amount Qf waste 
varies. It takes a pound of peas In the pod to 
seive two but only half a pound of carrbts. cab¬ 
bage. brussels sprouts or mushrooms. A package 
of fro» en vegetables will make about four seiv- 
lngs. You can always break off the amount you 
need and return the rest to the freezer. -Perhaps 
you should clip this column for reference. 

Today, almost every young couple starts out 
with a refrigerator In their kitchen. I was mar¬ 
ried about 15 years before I became the pioud 
owner of one of these gleaming miracles. Having 
this piece of equipment certainly simplifies cook¬ 
ing for two. Your refrigerator serves as a Jood 
bank for your frozen assets. Make a cak^. a? pie, 
appetizers, deserts or what have you. Use half 
and freeze the balance. Use this second portion 
In a week or a month. 

The cook for two can make two interesting 
meals with a pound and a half of lean, boneless 
•tewing beef. Cut the meat in small squares, 


roll In seasoned flour, brown In hot fat. add a 
small amount of water, cover and simmer gently 
until fork tender. Take out half of the meat ai d 
gravy and refrigerate or freeze. To the remain¬ 
ing beef and gravy add an onion cut up. two or 
three quartered carrots and a couple of outside 
sticks of celery cut up. Simmer again for 15 or 
20 minutes. Now drop in a few parsley dump¬ 
lings on top of the atew. Consult that new cook 
book fpr dumpling recipe. Small ones should 
only take about seven minutes to cook. To lift 
the lid while they are cooking threatens disaster. 
Use a pyrex pie plate to cover which enables you

to see what's going on In the pot. Lift out the 
dumplings, meat and vegetables onto a hot 
platter and then thicken the gravy. Half a cup 
of red wine added to the gravy before putting in 
the vegetables gives your stew- a fine flavor. 

* * * 

LATER IN THE WEEK make the balance of 
the meat and gravy into a meat pie. If you have 
two of those little individual casseroles they are 
perfect for either meat or dessert pies. The top¬ 
ping for your meat pie can be biscuit dough, pie 
crust or seasoned mashed potatoes mixed with a 
beaten egg. 

Ground beef has plenty of possibilities espe¬ 
cially when there are only two. How now ground 
cow? There are lots of answers. Pat the meat 
Into a pyrex pie plate and broil until it is nicely 
brown, season well and put a few dabs of butter 
on top. Sprinkle with chopped chives or parsley. 
Cut in wedges to serve. Or after seasoning cover 
with sliced cheese and return under the broiler 
until the cheese is bubbly. 

Make hamburg patties. To the mixtuie add 
finely-chopped onions, seasoning and a little un¬ 
diluted evaporated milk to mix. -This ensures 
them being nice and moist. When done squeeze 
the Juice of a lemon over and a pat of butter on 
each. Or pan fry the patties and cover with 
tomato sauce or a tin of undiluted (team of 
mushroom soup. One little tip here, while we arc 
talking about meat ... to bring out the flavor 
of any meat or vegetable get into- the habit of 
using Accent. The directions are on the little 
round red box it comes in. It does just what the 
name implies . . . accentuates the flavor. 

To finish on a sweet note let's talk a bit about 
desserts. According to the pollsters, pie is the 
favorite dessert of men. It follows that the smart 
w ife should be able to make it. You can start off 
with crumb crusts which are practically fool¬ 
proof. l>oep dish pies with a crumbly topping are 
also simple and would satisfy most men for the 
first few weeks until >ou are ready to tackle real 
pie crust. Individual foil pie plates are splendid 
when cooking for two. A large pie which cuts 
in*o six servings could hang around until it has 
worn out its welcome. '» 

Even a beginnerco6k can make a teal show- 
off dessert with the help of the refrigerator. 
Here is a recipe for Frozen Peppermint Cream 
that Is ever so easy and ever so good . . . Buy 
half a pound of red and white peppermint sticks. 
Place them between wax fwper and using a roll¬ 
ing pin crush them until you have very fine 
crumbs. Soak the crumbs in milk for an hour, 
stirring from timeTo time. Whip a cup of heavy 
cream until thick and mix with the peppermint 
milk. Pour into a refrigerator tray and freeze 
for three or four hours. Plain, little rolled oat 
cookies go nicely with this. 

This cookie recipe Is perfect for two because 
the dough can be kept In the refrigerator and 
used as needl'd. You can just bake a dozen or 
two at a time. Mix one half cup melted shorten¬ 
ing, one-half cup brown sugar. Add one cup 
rolled oats, one cup sifted all-purpose flour, half 
a teaspoon salt and half a teaspoon baking soda. 
Drip in enough hot water to make the dough hold 
together. Drop by teaspoons on greased cookie 
sheet and press thin with a wet fork. Or roll out 
•nd use a cutter. Bake 10 minutes or until a light 
brown In a 350 degree oven. Makes about four 
dozen. They keep crisp if kept In a tightly- 
covered Jar or tin. I like to use butter for thee*

happens when an experienced 
author succumbs to the tempta¬ 
tion to subordinate fact to in¬ 
vention. 

There Is a loss in literary 
power, a diminution qt authen¬ 
ticity. and an unfortunate in- - 
crease in invented, unconvinc¬ 
ing episodes to point of dim- 
lshing returns for reader. 

By a skilled story teller like 
Mlaa Caldwell, however, this 
point apparently has bam held 
at arm’s length for many read¬ 
ers — despite this reviewer's 
own opinion. 

The subject MLss (a id well 
chose for her new novel was 
an Intriguing one with pos¬ 
sibilities for a revealing story 
of power and simplicity: the 
life of St. Luke, the author of 
the third book of the New 
Testament. „ 

* * * 

Two thousand years ago he 
was a Greek, Lucanus. who 
traveled through the hills and 
empty spaces of Judea asking, 
“What manner of man was my 
Lord?** Moved by the power 
and mystery of the life and 
teachings of Jesus. Lucanus 
set out to find through this 
“teacher.” whom he had never 
known, the one, true God for 


whom he searched and In 
whom he believed. 

The man who was to write 
the sacred story of Jesus for 
all Christendom and bear wit¬ 
ness for generations yet un¬ 
born to it he divinity of the Son 
of God grew up himself in the 
home of his stepfather, the 
Roman governor of Antioch. 
A tender and tragic love affair 
with the governor's daughter, 
ending In her death, sent the 
young Lucanus out on a quest 
for the mystery of life and 
death that occupied bun the 
rest of his years. 

He went to Alexandria, stud¬ 
ied medicine, and became one 
of the most famous physicians 
of the ancient world. He Jour¬ 
neyed throughout the Mediter¬ 
ranean region to heal the sick. 
It was on these travels that he 
first heard of Christ and found 
in Him the divine vision lie had 
hoped for. 

He strove to find out all he 
could about Jesus. He talked 
with everyone who had known 
Him or heard Him preach. He 
talked with Hi's mother. Mary. 
He visited all the places where 
Jesus and His followers had 
been, questioning everyone. At 
last, with all his information 
gathered and reflected on. he 
sat down and wrote what we 
now’ know as*the Gospel ac¬ 
cording to St. Luke. 


Obviously this Is one of the 
epic lives of Christian faith in 
a time of Roman decadence, 
one that lends itself to inspired 
treatment. 

It receives, instead. 572 
pages of over writing, of his¬ 
torical fiction in the tradition 
of lurid incident. There is 
little of liteiary creativity 
that adds new Insights to one 
of the master figures and 
sources of our knowledge of 
early Christianity. 

It can tie read for Its re¬ 
search and vivid recreation of 
the period in tlie Holy Land 
anti the world of Imperial 
Rome, but beyond that the 
discriminating reader will 
have to be on his own. 
a * a

Taylor Caldwell has been writ¬ 
ing succcssfull> for (lie past 20 
years, turning out one best¬ 
seller after another. 

‘ Her father was a cortimer- 
rial artist who moved to the 
it.S. In 1907. and sMHrd in 
Buffalo. Miss Caldwell was 
graduated from the Cnlversity 
of Buffalo In 19.11. which she 
attended while working for 
the l T .S. immigration service. 
She still lives near Buffalo. 

She began to write after 
graduation, and published her 
first novel.

TJEATUBE writer F. K. writing on the threatened 
1 extinction of the Garry Oak in the magazine 
section .May 24th, was a little wide of the mark in 
stating that it grows nowhere else in the world ex¬ 
cept in British Columbia. It grows from British 
Columbia to California. In Oregon it is called the 
Oregon Oak. David Douglas named It after his 
friend, Mr. Garry, of the Hudson's Bay Company, 
who greatly assisted him in his early journeys. 


The Garry Oak Is a prolific 
seed producer. A mature tree 
will produce bushels of acorns 
annually. They aie capable of 
growth as soon as they fall to 
the ground. J^coma may be 
found which have become well 
established by early December 
with roots up to eight inches 
long. 

Insects, rodents, mallard 
ducks and many other animals 
feed on the acorns. It must 
b* admitted that in British Co¬ 
lumbia the Gariy Oak is lim¬ 
ited to a narrow habital which 
does not seem to be expand¬ 
ing. An interesting point, how¬ 
ever. is that they attain their 
maximum size at this north¬ 
erly extremity of their natural 
habital. On good soil they 
grow to a huge size. Oldest 
tree cut down in Beacon Hill 
Park was 375 years old. On 
poor rocky soil they become 
quite scrubby. 


Despite their beauty, a dis¬ 
eased (tarry Oak tree 1% a real 

menace. 

One oak tree over four feet 
ir. diameter which was re¬ 
cently removed in Beacon Hill 
Park hdd less than one inch 
o' live wood under the bark. 
All the rest was decayed. The 
i xtent of the decay can only 
be determined by use of an 
auger. A tree which has de¬ 
cay at the base and hollow 
spots here and there up the 
tiunk can usually be consid- 
«red to be hollow or rotten 
throughout the length of the 
trunk. Experimental work con¬ 
ducted on eastern hardwoods 
has indicated that infection is 
often In apparently sound 
wood three to four feet beyond 
visible evidence of rot. I am 
sure this is also the case with 
oak trees. 

In early days Indians were 
raid to avoid camping under 


oaks because of their brittle 
branches which often are shed 
on a calm summer day with¬ 
out any warning. 

Many suodivisions are being 
needlessly denuded of fine oak 
and other trees by bulldozers 
and other heavy equipment in 
the initial excavating and 
grading operations. Real es¬ 
tate operators and owners 
should give more consideration 
to saving trees. 

The replacement value of 
trees in Victoria is high. A 
good four-inch tree Is worth. 
$fi0. One six inches in diameter 
$110. The dollar value is 
roughly four times the square 
o! the diameter at breast 
height w 11 . uakkkn. 
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WHEN FRANKIE RUSSELL’S RENT CAME DUE 

THERE WAS GUNFIRE 



B ACK IN 1917. Tuesday. March 20. wm one of 
those typically cloud-burdened days that hold 
constant threat of rain. It was a day when the 
tenement and rooming house Jungle east of Van¬ 
couver's Main Street, especially the 500 block 
Georgia East, appeared much as it did on any 
other day. From one of its ramshackle, un¬ 
painted frame dwellings came a womftf&s scream¬ 
ing Imprecation in some Slavic tongue, cut short 
by the sound of a fist on flesh. Somewhere 
nearby a child wailed, and a mandolin tinkled, 
and from theGieat Northern yards down by False 
Creek came the tolling of a locomotive's bell. 

Few pedestrians were In sight, but on the 
corner of Jackson Avenue a couple of youths, 
their peaked caps drawn back on their heads, 
lounged hands in pockets against a building. In 
a nearby alley, the slot of sky curtained by 
massive overhead wiring, an eight-year old boy 
called Georgie Robb listlessly bounced a ball 
against the brick wall in the space between 
a couple of overflowing garbage cans. 

The character of this neighborhood had vastly 
changed in 25 years; from rose bowered cottages 
and apple blossom orchards to the squalor that 
attended False Creek's industry and the ever- 
expanding freight yards. It's here that Georgia, 
east of Main, is striped by Gore, Dunlevy. Jack 
son and a dozen other north to south dismal 
“aVenues,” until eventually Georgia ends at 
Boundary Road, which is as far east as you can 
go in the Fast End and still be in Vancouver. 

It's a neighborhood that differs a little from 
the tinsel glitter of skidroad Cordova Street, 
with its beaneries, pool halls, tattooing parlors 
and shooting galleries. Georgia East is a more 
sullen locality where census takers have been 
know n to admit defeat, and ga/eteer enumerators 
merely shrug their shoulders and put against 
the street number, “foreigners.” It's a no man's 
land wheie people are uncommunicative; where 
“he ain’t here no more" is a stock answer. 
Detectives who prowl its cheap rooming houses 
often find in them young men still in bed 
midday. Young men with work-free hands but 
who do work . . . at night Sometimes the bed 
holds Mime oldster who. beneath the dirty covers, 
has died unnoticed, and whose estate can be 
figured in empty bottles. 

Down the south side of Georgia East on 
this March afternoon 42 years ago walked Mr. 
Frank King and his rent collecting agent. Hector 
McKinnon. They noticed Georgie Robb bouncing 
hia ball and the two young men on the corner 
of Jackson Avenue, as they headed for 522 
Georgia East, a two storey rooming house owned 
by King. Here in a second storey, three-room 
flat were some tenants who were ignoring the 
% Issue. They were three months behind In their 
rent. Thirty dollars. McKinnon had called re¬ 
peatedly for the money, and sometimes he found 
21 year old Mrs. Gordon at home: but she always 
claimed that her absent husband had the money. 
Then when he found the man who claimed to 
be her husband, he said his wife handled the 
rent. 


LOCKED DOOR 

HE HAD BUMPED Into »lrang« 
m«*n leaving the flat, but they said they were 
merely friends of Mrs. Gordon, and there had 
been times when he called and found the front 
door locked and no one about Later, old Tye 
UWi down below, had tipped him off th.it this 
was merely subterfuge. 'They In sllight.'' he 
Mid with a chuckle. "They Just foolee you." 

Young Mrs. Gordon lived s mixed up sort 
of life Born and brought up in Vancouver, she'd 
been married at 13, and now at 21 seemed to 
have lost count of all her boy friends and ex- 
husbands. The current "husband" wasn't Gordon: 
she hadn't seen the real Gordon In a year and 
figured he was bar k In the pen. Probably back ; 
east. To the underworld she was known 
Frankie Russell, and she was a drug addict. l- > 
This March afternoon her latest boy friend 
happened to be a big Negro called Boh Tate, also 
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CHIEF CONSTABLE MALCOLM MCLENNAN 
he lay dead. 


a drug addict, who’d blown In from Detroit two 
years before. Bob was a stool pigeem for the 
celebrated city police drug squad team of Donald 
Sinclair and Joe Ricci. These facts may. 01 may 
not. have been known to King and McKinnon as 
they mounted the creaky stairs. But they did 
know the rent was due and Mrs. Gordon would 
have to pay or get out. They were going to give 
hei a month's written notice. They found the 
door to the flat locked, and maybe they didn't 
lisj. the best of JudjMuent when they forced it 
open But someone was in. they noted as they 
saw a fire in the living-room grate, then from 
a bedroom appeared Frankie Russell. In a sleasy 
skirt, with a man’s dirty coat sweater over her 
equally dirty blouse. Her only concession to 
femininity was the broad red ribbon banded 
•cross her heavy, thick hair in a mode then 
current. If It hadn't been for her life of dissi¬ 
pation Frankie might almost have been termed 
good looking. But now her face was diatvn In 
a heavy lidded sneer as she eyed, the intruders 
to utter a harsh: 

“What dor you want?” 

“We've come for the rent.” said McKinnon. 

“Well, you can look for it elsewheie.' You 
won’t get It here. And get to hell out!” 

Just as she finished speaking, the figure of 
Boh Tate pushed past her through the door, 
• Winchester in his hands. 

“Get out before 1 blow you out!” was his 
terse injunction. 


It seemed to King and McKinnon a good 
moment to leave. so they hustU-d dow n the .stairs 
and out on the sidewalk told their story to PC 
133, Duncan Johnstone. Johnstone went back up 
with them, found the damaged front door open, 
but the bedroom door locked. From behind its 
panels Tate, apparently in an'Xlgly mood, uttered 
wild threats. Johnstone, figuring he’d need some 
assistance, phoned down to the Cordova Street 
headquarters from a store across the sheet and 
in a few minutes a police car slid up to the side¬ 
walk bearing Detectives Ernie Russell and Olym¬ 
pic and police athlete John Cameron. Russell 
knew Tate, knew he was a drug addict and occa¬ 
sional informer, and figured he could talk him 
Into a reasonable frame of mind. The quintet 
made their *way upstairs, and in answer to 
Russell* knock on the bedroom door came Tate's 
morose: , 

“Who's there?” 

“It’s me.” said Russell. 

“Who's me?” 

“Ernie Russell. Let me in. I want to talk to 
you ” 

“You’re not going to take me. Russell.” came 
Tate’s sullen answer. “I’ll go down first, and lake 
you with me.” 

By this time Russell had gained the notion 
that Tate, a*'the saying goes, was “twenty feet 
off the ground.” or in legal terms, under the 
influence of a narcotic diug. 

LITTLE BOY DIED 

HE HADN’T TIME for any other conclusion 
for at that moment the frosted glass panel of 
the door blew out w ith the devastating blast from 
a shotgun charge. Russell's face was peppered 
with shot, his hat blown off. and his gun fell 
from his hand. Cameron staggeted back with 
a groan, his hands to his blood streaming face, 
and McKinnon, too. clapped his hands to Ins eyes. 
Russell, despite his injuries, helped Cameron and 
McKinnon down the stairs with the aid of King 
and Johnstone and once on the street he headed 
again for the phone. 

In quick, curt phrases he briefed Insp. John 
Jackson at headquarters on the. trouble, then as 
he came out on the sidewalk again mopping the 
blood from his face he happened to look up at 
the second storey of 522 across the street. 

Tate was out on the hhlcony. a lifle in Kis 
hands, and promptly fired at Russell, the bullet 
smacking the wall beside the detective. Which 
was just about the time that little Georgie Robb, 
figuring it was time he went home, had crossed 
the street, then mounted the curb in front of the 
v detective. As he stepped up on the pavement 
the rifle cracked again and this time the bullet 
found its mark in the little boy. 

Shot through the lung he slumped over on 
the sidewalk in front of -Russell. 

Without a moment's hesitation the detective 
sprang forward, scooped the inert little figure 
In his arms and ran with him round the corner 
out of rifle range. There he banged on the first 
door for entry, and although he was In a neighbor¬ 
hood where policemen are neither welcomed nor 
tolerated. It's perhaps to the everlasting discredit 
of that particular household that they refused to 
open the door! Russell propped the unconscious 
little boy against their front door, then j-an back 
to the corner to phone for an ambulance 

Meanwhile Johnstone was still goat ding the 
stairway, gun in hand, and a crowd was slowly 
collecting. 

In a matter of minutes the ambulance ap¬ 
peared. and Cameron. King and the unconscious 
boy were whisked off to a hospital. Cameron 
lost the sight of one eye and so did King, and 
Jittle George Robb lived only a brief thirty min¬ 
utes after admission. 

He knew his name but not his address and 
he asked for his mother before he died. She was 
a widow; he her only son. 

By now the late March afternoon was closing 
rapidly to dusky evening and down at Cordova 
Street police headquarters shifts were changing. 
Which means a lot of men were jostling and jvk*

Ing as they donned or shed tunics In front of 
lockers, as section sergeants thumbed through 
notebooks ready to hrtef the new shifts. The busy 
conversation died when word filtered down of the 
trouble on the 500 block Georgia East, and in a 
few minutes a succession of police cars whirled 
out into Main Street heading for the scene. 

As they arrived, blue helmetcd constables 
form«*d a cordon round the neighborhood, and as 
they were doing so, Chief Constable Malcolm B. 
McLennan, a 44-year-old Prince Edward Islander, 
arrived with his deputy, Bill McRae, and Inspec¬ 
tors John Jackson and Jim Craig. 

CHIEF LED RUSH 

THERE WAS A BRIEF counsel of war. then 
McLennan gave his orders. He was going to head 
a squad that would rush the flat from the narrow 
stairway. He had no gun. hut armed himself with 
a file axe; behind him came McRae. Inspectois 
Jackson, Anderson and Craig, and Detectives F. E. 
Dening. George Mcl*aughlin and Joe Ricci. 

It was dark now on the upstairs landing and 
daik in the flat. McLennan leading, the squad 
entered the living room with guns diawn. hut the 
problem was, which room held the gunman? 

The Chief and John Jackson actually passed 
the bedroom door concealing Tate and In an ad¬ 
joining room Jackson’s hat brushed against a 
light bulb. He reached up to switch it.on and 
found they were in a kitchen. It was then that 
Jackson noticed the shattered panel In the bed¬ 
room door, and he gave it a preparatory kick be¬ 
fore he broke it down. 

It was the signal for a rapid series shots 
from the bedroom, which caused the officers to 
Jump hastily sideways into the shelter of the 
kitchen. 

From his vantage point in the bedroom Tate 
was able to fire through the bedroom door and 
through the front door to pin down anyone in the 
hall or the passage. Shifting his aim slightly to 
the left he could hit anyone in the west half of 
the living room and shifting still further to the 
left he could hit anyone in the north half of the 
kitchen 

Jackson, in the excitement of ducking back to 
the kitchen out of range, hadn't noticed which 
way Mclennan Jumped, but behind him some¬ 
where he heard a groan then the crash of a falling 
body He knew Inspector Jim Anderson was some¬ 
where neat him. but at the time he was too busy 
returning Tate’s fire. 

Eventually the police In the adjoining rooms 
ran out of ammunition and seizing an opportunity 
they all ducked past the line of fire to assemble 
In a comer ot the hallway to reload. It was there 
that McR.u counted nores, and came to the 
ominous realization that the man who fell must 
have been the Chief. 

Immediate!^ several men, Including. George 



, he fought savagely. 


McLaughlin and Joe Ricci, volunteered to go In 
and see how badly hull he was. Finally it was 
Mcl*aughlin who wonned his way ovqg the floor 
to reach his Chief’s side. He saw that Malcolm 
McLennan was beyond all help. One of Tate's 
bullets had caught him thiongh the foichrad. 

Groping his way back No the hall, McLaugh¬ 
lin gave his tragic report. l.t was then that 
Deputy Chief McRae sent in a tall to headquar¬ 
ters for rifles and ammunition anil a seat* blight. 

Divisional Inspector Dave Scott and PC 160, 
John Berry, aimed with the idles and the pair 
was promptly assigned to the second storey of 
a rooming houM-yncu^ ihe sheet with in*tldic¬ 
tions to keep up a fast taking lue cn Tate’s 
corner bedroom. 

Minutes later Assistant F»re Chief Charlie 
Thomas came set earning ov« i the Ceqigta Viaduct 
in a hose wagon carrying a power fill searchlight. 
He took up a position to floodlight the rear of 
the htiilumg. 

Now police and detectives were pot shotting 
the apartment from every stairway vantage 
point, and with them, dodging the ciissciosving 
bullets, were a couple of newspapermen, Fred 
Cough and Biuce A McKclvie. In the tradition 
of their profession they vveic taking notes* It 
seemed, almost by the muzzle flash cl the crack¬ 
ing police guns! 

'COVER ME . . / 

MEANTIME, as Tate fired at the direction of 
the hajlway and occasionally at the wimlow across 
the street, those present thought they detected 
both light and heavy icpmis limn his stronghold. 
>Vas he using both rifle and pistol at the same 
time? If he wasn't, then Frankie Russell was 
doing si»me of the shooting. 

McRae, still shocked by the death of his 
Chief, wondered if the body could be moved 
and instantly Constables John Bruy and Real 
McLeod, with Detective* Roy Perry add Georgs 
McLaughlin, volunteered to go in. 

Armed with a metal hooked pole from the 
hose wagon, they ciavvled in but found the |*»le 
would only reach the Chief's boots a»» he Jay 
sprawled on the kitchen floor.

Berry reached McLennan’s b«*ly, and Just as 
he was ready to lift him. came the heavy report 
of a shotgun In the bedroom. 

At the same moment Inspector Dave Schott, 
back from the looming house across the street. 


arrived on the landing ar.d worked his way into 
the living room. It w «* Scott who figured there 
was something ominou* about that lone blast in 
the tiedroom. 

“Hold your fire!" he yelled to those a t vund 
him. Then as half a minute went by. a half 
minute filled with pregnant silence. Scott broke z 

the tension with a stentorian 

"Come on out. \\ re going to blow up the 
building with dynamite!" 

From behind the shattered bedroom door came 
Frankie Russell's nervou* cry : 

"I can’t! He's dead! He's lying across me 
and I can't move!” 

"Come on out. or I'll shoot through the dooi !*• 
v« Bed Scott. 

'Hie note of urgency In his voice brought a 
response, this time an almost, hy stertcal. "1m 
coming.” and a few seconds later Frankie Russell 
appeared in the doorway. 

"Put up your hands!” snapped Scott, sus¬ 
pecting Tate was using the woman as a shield. 

Frankie’s hands rose in the air as she quavered, 

"He's dead, I tell you. He killed himself!" 

It was true. When the police swarmed into 
the bedroom with drawn guns, to snap on a light, 
they found Tale lying in a bullet riddled shambles 
of bloodstained bedding, spent cartridges, guns 
and shattered furniture. Tate wasn't a pleasant 
sight. The top of his head was blown off. 

Somehow, in miraculous fashion, no police 
' bullet had hit him aiul none had hurt Frankie 
Russell. But her dress slashed here and 

there by stray slugs andf_ohe had even gone 
through her thick hair, so Mpre to the scalp that 
It cut her red hair ribbon! A* a policeman was 
about to escort her down the stairs. she suddenly 
remembered something. 

“Get his watch." she yelled hark at those in 
the room. "It's in his vest pocket. I want it!? 

Lying around Tate's body on the floor wen a 
.44 Winchester rifle, a 30 calibre rifle, a 12g^uge 
shotgun and a couple of revolvers, .32 and a .38, 
as well as 300 rounds of ammunition. 

In one pocket of his coat were 15 rifle shells; 
in the other, a hy podermic and some morphine. 

MURDER CHARGE 

Came a series of inquests and in due moire 
•*, Frankie Russell w.is charged with murder. A 
couple of months later she faced Mr. Justice 
.McDonald in a Vancouver assize court. I. I. 
Rubinowitz was her counsel, and Alex Hcndei*< n 
end Archie Johnson conducted the prosecution. 

Frankie Russell told of the events • hat led 
up to that wild afternoon of Carnage in Ihe Fare 
End rooming house: how Tate, frenzied-with an 
overdose of drugs, cut loose with shotgun and 
rifle through the bedroom door. He had laughed 
in exultation a^t he yelled at her. "I g»i the Chief. 

I'm some sharpshooter.” 

In haltingWirases she described the macabre 
scene as darkness fell, the drug maddened Tate 
ceaselessly loading and firing, spreading death and 
destruction around him. She had lain huddhd 
in a corner all the timpr-slie said, and once, when 
Tate suspected she was going to rush out, he 
slapped her down. 

"You’ll go when I go." he roared. 

Came the grim moment when Tate put a 
shotgun to his forehead, pulled the trigger and 
fell dead on top of Frankie Russell. When she 
struggled out from under his bulk at Inspector 
Scott’s command, she lost one of her shoes. She 
swore she never fired a shot nor loaded a gun. 

Three cartridge belts were picked up in the room, 
one of them so senall it could only have fitted a 
woman. Frankie Russell denied she'd ever worn it. 

The cfaftl ended on a note of doubt, and 
Frankie got the benefit of it. Free of the law. she 
slipped back across Main Street, to disappeai into 
the East End. 

By which time, of course. Georgia East wa« 
back to normal. From behind unwashed windows 
could still he heard the occa 'anal tinkle of a 
mandolin, the odd slap or scre'-m that hinted of 
domestic argument. To cop-, r»nt collectors and 
such like there was still the j • y, “I’ve nev«r 
seen the guy" or "He moved a* ■» " 

Two youths could still he Ringing around 
the corner of Jackson and Ge . i Fast and in 
nearby alley, the one with a!! P iverhead wirj^g,

THEY CAME OUT OF CLOUDS 
DOWN 

to the 

SEA 


JUST THE MOMENT before, 
cJ our balloon “The Small 
World" had been rising so 
rapidly that we didn't know if 
we could halt it. Now we were 
plunging down towards the sea 
so last that I could only call 
out the altitudes at 200 foot 
Intervals. 

Bushy Eiloart. our balloon 
commander, already had order¬ 
ed his son Tim and Colin, jhy 
husband, to be prepared to 
throw our 56-pound radio 
transmitter and one battery 
over the side to lessen the im¬ 
pact when we hit the sea. 

We had to work rapidly be. 
cause when we hit the 500- 
loot altitude mark out trailing 
hose and line would strike the 
water and then we would have 
to start throwing ballast over¬ 
board. If we didn't have it 
dumped by the 300 foot markJ 
—or 20 seconds later -the 
sheer momentum of the added 
weight would increase our im¬ 
pact on the water. 

**Get those sleeping bags 
ready to go over.” Bushy com¬ 
manded. “Its warm enough 
so in this stretch of ocean we ll 
manage without them and 
stand by to drop the starboard 
propeller unit 'the other had 
been jettisoned earlier.)" 

We broke through the base 
of cloud in our dou nward rush 
tt 800 feet. The conical cups 
of our wind gauge began to 
revolve at such a rapid rate 
that we knew we would be 
hitting the waves In a strong 
wind. But we welcomed being 
clear of the cloud even though 
we were faced with the slate 
gray rollers and w ind tossed 
sea. V 

As soon as we cleared, I 
dropped the altimeter and 
Started tossing out ballast 
while Colin heaved the battery 
over. Tim followed up w ith the 
radio transmitter — our last 
contact with civilisation. The 
propeller unit was dropped. 
Next went the sleeping bags, 
followed by items in the food 
bags that we had labelled 
•‘luxuries’*—10 tins of pine¬ 
apple and peaches. 

Then, almost before we real¬ 
ized fully that it was happen¬ 
ing. we crashed into the sea. 
There was a grating, keening 
noise from the tension wires 
which reinforced the hull and 
wt hung on desperately as the 
car lurched drunkenly to star¬ 
board. 

Like a giant sized rubber 
ball, we careened back into the

air while Bushy shouted: 
“She's going to hit again—toss 
the other battery over, Tim. 
and you might as well throw 
cut the generator, too, for we 
won't have any u*e for it now 
the radio's gone." 

The water on our port side 
had turned a brilliant green; 
obviously the polythene bag in 
which we carried our fluores¬ 
cent dye. which served as a 
windspeed marker, had ripped. 
So this. too. was Jettisoned. 

But this next time, when we 
hit the sea. it was with the 
impact of a tender kiss. As we 
tecovered. we jettisoned a few 
tins of the nut jM-rfimican—of 
which we had an oversupply— 
and then were able to stay in 
the air with the trail rope and 
hose dragging the water's sur¬ 
face. 


The rest of the day was un¬ 
eventful as the wind dropped 
considerably. That evening, 
we broke out the brandy for 
the first time and we each 
had a small tot—no more than 
a mouthful. 

The reason? We had covered 
a quarter of the distance to 
the New World. 

The fourth day was our best 
to date: weather heavenly 
sunny but not too hot. The 
wafer lifting bag was working 
smoothily. Our only mishap 
was that Bush> bit into one 
of the last of the fresh to¬ 
matoes we had brought with 
us from the Canary Islands, 
only to find it had turned bad. 
H«- spat it out and. in so doing, 
got rid of two of his false 
teeth, too. 

“Look here, Bushy," 1 said. 



"that's carrying Jettisoning 
too far." 

We had been working for 
nearly 19 hours straight so 
that evening three of us de¬ 
cided to get some sleep while 
Busby stood watch. 

“Get up. Kids, we’re In an¬ 
other thermal," I recall Bushy 
shouting out. The car was 
swaying back and forth like 
a giant pendulum, reaching as 
much as a 45 degree angle on 
its hack and forwahd swings. 

At this time Tim did a very' 
plucky thing: he climbed the 
violently swaying rope ladder, 
while the car lurched from 
side to side, up to the load 
ring to open the neck valve. 
We were at 3 400 feet and if 
he had not done this the 
rapidly expanding balloon 
would have burst rfnd we 
would have been goners. 

“You must gas. you must 
gas,” Tim ciicd to Bushy as 
we rocketed upward through 
the darkness and pelting rain. 

Bushy jumped for the gas 
valve rope and hung on to it, 
feet off the deck, tossed like 
tlie clapper in a tolling bell, 
while our precious gas supply 
escaped. 1 was calling out that 
we Were at tsim feet, then 
4.000. At 4,*i00 feet we stopped 
rising but by then we knew we 
had no aternative: be prepared 
to ditch or die. 

Colin had his knif e out 
and was hacking at four of 
the eight suspension lines 
while Bushy went after the 
other four so that when he 
pulled the quick release the 
car would separate from the 
balloon. Tim had clambered 
down from the load ring and 
was throwing over every piece 
of ballast available. 


Three Englishmen — and 
one Englishwoman — 
started In a balloon named 
“The Small World" from the 
Canary Islands on Dee. It, 
19.5*. They planned to re¬ 
trace the trade winds route 
of Columbus to the West In¬ 
dies. 

It became a voyage In 
which peril was multiple*!— 
tt Involved 1.2U# miles of 
buff< a ttng In the air, loss of 
radio contact with the world, 
and it days of drifting I..VH 
miles In the hostile ocean. 

And, of course, there was 
the continuing. Intensely 
human story of three mrn 
and a girl existing for 24 
days In a 15x* combination 
balloon car and boat. 

Rosemary Mudle, the lone 
w oman memlter of the ex¬ 
pedition, continues today her 
flrst4trr«on narrative of the 
daring adventure and brigns 
the account to the third day 
in the air. This Is the first 
publication of a full account 
of the expedition. 


We were plummeting down¬ 
ward at more than 20 fpet per 
second. By the time we had 
dropped to 700 feet, my torch 
failed and I was no longer able 
to read the altimeter. But our 
frantic ballasting had started 
to slow our rate of descent. 

"Don't worry, Rosemary*, 
don't worry," Bushy reassured 
me, “it’s all right. 1 can see 
the ocean now that we've 
broken out of the cloud. Its 
farily sm<w>th.” 

Tim and I lay dowq on the 
deck for the moment- of im¬ 
pact. Colin stood while Busby 
stood with one hand on the 
quick release and with the 
other blared against the side 
of the car. 

One hundred feet. Fifty feet. 
We could hear the sound of 
the waves now. Thirty feet. 
Ten feet 

With a magnificent sense 
of timing. Bushy pulled the 
release handle at three feet 
and the car gently dropped 
onto the sea. 

I turned my head and could 
just make out our balloon 
careening upward to be IcAt 
forever in the clouds. And 
with it our dream vanished 
into reality.

SHIPS and SAILORS 
LEFT THEIR NAMES 
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C ADBORO BAY, once the principal home of th# 
Songhee* Imttans. wm named after the Hud¬ 
son's Bay Company's brigantine Cadboro. Sha 
wm the first veaaai to anchor in the bay. 

Cadboro Point, locally known ax Ten Mile Point 
(10 mile* by water from Victoria), wai named by 
Ctpt. George Henry Richard# of HMS Plumper in 
UM With a few exception. the geographical 
feat urea in tiw iMHtfatc area were all named 
either aftei alupK ciaatly a*M»ciatad with its early 
history. or men who sailed them. ^ 

Under the command of Capt. James Scarbor¬ 
ough the Cadboro wa* al«o the first vessel to 
ant. i the harbor of Victoria, in 1842, then known 
as Hie canal of Camosack or Camoaun. Like the 
company's steamer Beaxer. thlp small sailing ves¬ 
sel wa* of hlatori I renew n in these waters, and 
when she took her place m the coast trade, with 
a picked crew of 25 men was the pride of the 
Pacific:'' 

The Cadboro arrived from England at Fort 
Vancouver. Columbia River. In the spring of 1827, 
commanded by John Pearson Swan, who, on ar¬ 
rival. relinquished command to AEmilius Simp- 
fton Under the command of Simpson* she was 
tlie first vessel to enter the Fraser River, June 
22. 1827. 

Capt. Simpson remained hi charge until 1830, 
aftei which she was lommanried by many of the 
company's officers. Thomas Sinclair, 18321833; 
then Wilbam Ryan, and in 1835. William Brotchie. 
after whom Brotchie Ledge was named, who held 
command until 1838. when Scarborough, who had 
h-»ld temporary command in 1831. again had 
charge until IMS He was succeeded by James 
Songster until 1854. 

The Cadboro was sold by the Hudson's Bay 
Company In 1800. to a Captain Howard, for $2,450. 
Laden with lumber from Puget Sound to Port 
Angeles, she was driven ashore in a heavy gale 
ncqr Port Angeiea, Oct. t». 1862. and became a 
total wreck. No lives were lost. 

Built at Rye, Suasex, in 1824, the Cadboro's 
dimension* wen* given as follows: Length. 56 
feet: beam. 17 feet;.depth of hold, 8 feet; 72 tona 
' register She mounted six guns.

Dbwvrry Inland and the Chatham Islands 

were named alter HMS Discovery and Chatham. 

In whtch. with Lt. Cmdr. WUliam R. Broughton in 
charge of the latter. Capt George Vancouver, be 
tween 1792 and 1794. closely examined and charted

The Discovery, ship rigged, was 340 tons bur 
den. mounted 10 lout pounders and 10 swivels, 
with 134 of s crew ail told. The Chatham, de- 
aci died a* an “armed tender." was brig rigged, 
and aimed with four three pounders and six swiv¬ 
el* Built at Dover. 135 tons, with a crew of M, 
•he wa* named after the Earl of Chatham, who, 
wlien Vancouver sailed from England, was First 
Lord of the Admiralty.

Capt John Fulford (Fulford Har- 
bm Salt Spring Island, and Fulford Reef. Chat¬

It was through Baynes' wise forbearance, while 
In command al Eaqaimalt. that no collision took 
pU»e on San Juan Island between the British and 
American forces w hen General Harney sent troops 
th*re with a view U> holding It for the United 
Slate*. In the summer of 1859. 

Neither the provocation of his enemies, nor the 
rashness of his friends would allow him to hurry* 
lnt » ill considered action, though he had ample 
fone to have prevented the Ninth US Infantry 
l.i ruling or to have effected their capture after 
wsids.

land. were named ivsedlvely after HM surveying 
ship* Herat# and Plumper, the two vessels in 
which in turn Captain Richards surveyed these 

waters. 

The Hecate, a paddle wheel sloop, brigantine 
rigged. 360 tons, five guns, arrived from England 
at Esquimau in Drrembct. 1860. In the i-ouise of 
her duties, she had a narrow escape from total 
loss. On August 19. 1861. during a dense fog. she 
ran ashore near Cape Flattery, while returning 
from survey work on the West Coast of Yan<*ou- 
ver Island. She was floated off and biought to 
Esquimalt the following day.. After tempoiary 
repairs, the ship was taken to San Francisco, 
when* she was fully repaired. 

The i dumper • her name appear* no less than 
nine tunes on coast chart.*' was an auxiliary 
Steam sloop, barque rigged. 484 tons, speed under 
steam shout six knots. Launched at Portsmouth. 
In 1848, she was armed with two long and ten 
short 32 pounders. 

Coastal featun»s are often named for their 
appearance: hence Great Chain Island and Chain 
Islets, which lie midway between Oak Bay and 
Discover) Island. Carolina reef, at the north end 
of Chain Islets, was named after the 56 ton tlad¬ 
ing schooner Carolina, owned and sailed by Cap¬ 
tain Jemmy Jones, the subject of last weeks 
story. 

The Carolina was a fine, fast-sailing vessel, 
engaged principally in trade between Puget Sound 
ports and Victoria. «In May. 1859, she made the 
trip from Victoria to Port Townsend. Steilacoom. 
Nuquail) and Tumwcaler. Olympia, and back to 
Victoria, in four days. Also, when carving coal, 
she made the trip between Victoria and Nanaimo 
in 28 hours, a record for sailing ships. The Caro¬ 
lina was sold in 1863 and for years afterwards 
engag'*<l in carrying stores between Victoria and 
the Metlakatla mission in Northern B.C.

Kudlin Bay. Discovery Island, was named after 
Captain George Rudlin. one of the best known 
seamen of later years sailing out of Victoria, who, 
in turn, was master of the passenger steamers 
Tooemlte.

Arriving on this coast In 1856, Rudlih engaged 


in various pursuits, chiefly in connection with 
marine matters. Wijji a partner named Jay. he 
logged on Discovery Island In 1863 they built 
the schooner Discovery, named aftei the island. 
Rudlin had charge of her in the coasting trade, 
and later, the schooner Black Diamond, in the 
coal trade between Nanaimo and Victoria. 

Rudlin subsequently joined steam, his first 
command being the Efoma. follows!, among 
3theis, by the Grappler and the historic Beaver. 
He joined the Canadian Pacific Navigation Com¬ 
pany in 1883. the year of its format.on. and re¬ 
mained with it until the company was purchased 
by Canadian Pacific Railway Company, in which 
service he continued until his death. SepL 23, 
1903. his last command being the Princess Vic¬ 
toria. for years the fastest steamer in these 
waters. 

Seabird Point, the eastern extreme, and Com¬ 
modore Point, the western Extreme of Rudlin 
Bay. were named after two American steamers, 
both employed during the busy days of the 
Fraser River gold rush. 1858 1859. carrying, by 
special permission of Governor Douglas, passen¬ 
gers and freight between Victoria and the Fraser. 
This permission was granted to American \ »skc1s 
owing to the small number of suitable craft tinder 
the British flag, and the conjested state of the 
trade. 

The Sea Bird, a paddle steamer of 450 tons, 
was the first steamer to go up the Fraser River 
as far as Murderer's Bar. On one trip to the 
Fraser she grounded on a bar and remained 
there four months. On another, she caught fire. 
Sept. 7. 1858. soon after leaving Victoria, and to 
•save lives, was run aground in the vicinity of 
the Point named after her. where the vessel was 
Totally consumed. 

The Commodore, built at New York as the 
Brother Jonathan, was brought to this coast in 
1852 by Captain C. H. Bald..in. who afterwards 
became a United States admiral She was subse¬ 
quently disposed of to John T. Wright, who 
changed her name to Commodore. Later, she 
became the property of the California Steam 
Navigation Company, when her old name waa 
restored. 

The Brother Jonathan was lost. July 30. 1363, 
under most distressing circumstances.

Tod Rock and Marv Tod Island, off Oak Kay, 
were named, respectively, after John Tod. a noted 
Hudson's Bay Company officer on this coast, and 
his daughter Maty, who subsequently married 
John Bowker tBowker Creek 1 . They lie off the 
old Tod homestead. ** 

Close by is Emily Islet, named after the young¬ 
est daughter of Thomas Harris Vietoiia* first 
mayor; with Harris Island, a little to the south,

They ramped, many of them, by the shores of the harbor, 
and there they built boats and wharves, and every day Capt 
Brotchie roamed the harbor shores to see that all was well, thaj^ 
no one was abusing any privileges. 

He was at the docks to greet the ships from California and

from Great Britain, and often hr went to Esquimau to talk with 
the captains of Her Majesty's Navy. 

' A busy man was Capt. Brotchie, as busy as ever he had been 
during the years he had been at sea—a romantic type of man 
with a rolling gait, as becoming a good sailorman, and remember¬ 
ing tall tales of the sea. He was always about to send for his 
wife and family, who were in England, but never did he get 
around to if. *

It wu late in July, 1858, 
that he was named harbor 
master by Governor James 
Douglas. 

There was a boom in ship¬ 
building in 1858. and this did 
Capt. Brotchie's heart good, 
and. of course, he was Invited 
to the launchings and the 
trial trips. One was the 
••Colonel Moody.” 

“This new steamboat for the 
Fraser River trade was 
launched about 11 o'clock on 
Saturday evening. A large 
number of people gathered on 
the shores of James Bay to 
'witness the launch and a gay 
party assembled on the 
steamer to enjoy the festive 
occasion The affair passed 
off very pleasantly and suc¬ 
cessfully. An appropriate 
address was delivered by 
Lieutenant • Governor (Col. 
Richard i Moody.” 

And then: "The new 

steamer Governor Douglas, 
built in this harbor and owned 
by resklent citizens, made her 
first trip on Saturday morn¬ 
ing last. She ran around to 
K-iquimalt and hack and the 
result was entirely satis¬ 
factory. With 40 pounds of 
steam sire made 15 revolu¬ 
tions a minute. The wheel is 
23 feet In diameter # with 16 
buckets. The Governor Doug¬ 
las Is being comfortably fitted 
up for the accommodation of 
passengers.” 


Capt. Brotchie attended all 
the parties aboard the war¬ 
ships at Esquimalt. 

“On Wednesday evening last 
a theatrical entertainment, 
concluding with a dance, was 
given on board HMS Ganges, 
lying at anchor In Esquimau 
harbor, which was numerous¬ 
ly attended by the elite of 
Victoria and the surrounding 
neighborhood. 

"The performances com¬ 
menced at 6 p-m., with the ex¬ 
citing and sanguinary tragedy 
of ‘Ada, the Betrayed, or the 
Murder at the Old Smithy.* 
which was quite creditably 
performed by the ship’s com¬ 
pany. This was followed by 
a laughable piece It s All a 
Farce,’ by the ship’s officers. 

“Upon the conclusion of the 
theatricals, at about hall past 
10 o’clock, the company re¬ 
tired to the ward and gun 
rooms, where an excellent 
supper was provided for them. 
Immediately the supper was 
ended the splendid band struck 
up a lively galop and dBm mg 
commenced and was kept up 
with great spirit until a late 
hour. 

“Capt. Frain of the Cale 
(Ionian placed his steamer at 
the disposal of the ladies. A 
great number availed them¬ 
selves of his kindness in 
both going to and returning 
from the Ganges.” (One asks: 
How did the gentlemen get to 
the Ganges and back? Swim?) 


HIS TERM WAS SHORT 


But It was not all socializing 
for Capt. Brotchie. He did 
much pioneer work: "Beacons 
have been placed upon the 
locks at the entrance to the 
inner harbor. We Jfarn also 
that In a very short time the 
buoys necessary in the outer 
harbor will be placed there.” 

Capt. Bruit hie was only 10 
months in office, however. Oa 
March 1. 1859: "We are 

(Mints! to announce the death 
of 0*pt. William Brotchie. 
harbor master of the port of 
Victoria who died yesterday 
after a long and lingering 
illness. Capt. Brotchie was one 
<»l the earliest pioneers of the 
Pacific Northwest coast, 
having left bis native country 
Scotland in 1842. when quite 
a young man to come to this 
than.almost unknown land, in 
tha amploymtnt of thf Hud* 
sons Bay Company, in whose 
service he remained until 
1844.” said a newspaper an¬ 
nouncement. 
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“For a long time he was 
master of the steamer Beaver 
in her trading voyages among 
the Indians in the north and 
was intimately acquainted 
with the coast. lie had visited 
San Francisco Bay as a master 
of a ship, when there weie not 
three houses on its shores, 
and again when American 
enterprise and Spirit had built 
up a great city there He was 
well acquainted with the old 
Spanish families in California, 
the old missions, padres, and 
early history of that country. 

“He was a kind, good- 
hearted man. a staunch friend 
2 nd a good citizen. Capt. 
Biotchie was in his (50th year, 
of large frame ami iron con¬ 
stitution. He leaves a wife 
and several children (ini Erfg- 
landt to mourn his loss. In re¬ 
spect to his memory the ship¬ 
ping in the harbor lowered 
flags to half mast, as did also 
the owners of all flags fly mg 
from house tops in the town. 

“The funeral took place 
from Kaindler’s Wharf, and 
was attended by His Excel¬ 
lency Governor Douglas, and 


Where a spar bobbed, the

all the government officials, 
officers and employees ot 
the Hudson's Bay Company, 
the pioneer cricket club and 
a large number of citizens...” 

Brotchie's name is * pre¬ 
served in local history in 
Brotchie Ledge, off the Dallas 
Road waterfront. There, at 
night, a beacon blinks. 

Historian AValbran. in his 
"Place Names of the British 
Columbia Coast.” tetts some¬ 
thing of the ledge’s history. 

“The ledge was known in 
1846 as the Buoy Rock, and, 
with a buoy on it. was also 
marked by two beacons on 
Beacon Hill. Named Brotchie 
Ledge in 1849 by the offices 
of the Hudson’s Bay Companv 
from the circumstances of the 
barque Albion striking it *n 
command of Capt. Brotchie, 
which vessel was shortly after 
wards seized and confiscated 
at Dungenness, while taking, 
nut and shipping a cargo of 
spars without a licence from 
the VS. government. 

"In 1849 Capt Brotchie ob¬ 
tained a licence from the Ad¬ 
miralty. also a separate li¬ 
cence from the H.B. Co., to cut 
spars on Vancouver Island and 
he carried on this industry, 
chiefly at Fort Rupert, until 
1855. The business turned out 
a complete failure, the mag¬ 
nificent timber not having a 
market owing to the immense 
size of the spars that were 
prepared for shipment.” 

From 1865 there were lights 
and markers on Brotchie. 

*CBpt Pike yaittrday (en¬ 
gaged in superintending lhe 
laying down of the new gov¬ 
ernment beacon on Broclue5s 
Ledge, which now present* a 
most conspicuous mark to the 


mariner. It consists of a fine 
cedar spar 42 feet in length 
and rounded down to 14 by 
nine inches and is painted 
white. It is firmly shackled 
to a block of stone weighing 
22 cwt., and is anchored in 22 
feet at high tide, thus showing 
20 feet above high water mark. 
The spar has been very well 
shaped and placed, as it stands 
erect out of the water like a 
ship's mast. The pilots deserve 
credit for the manner in which 
they have executed their task.” 

The most spectacular wreck 
on Brotchie Ledge occurred in 
late November of 1891: “Some¬ 
thing less than a half mile off 
shore, nearly opposite where 
Menzies Street ends in the Dal¬ 
las Road, the bow, smokestack 
and masts of a large steamer, 
rising above the smooth sur¬ 
face of the Straits, mark the 
line of rocks known to mari¬ 
ners as Brotchie's Ledge. Be¬ 
neath is the wreck of the fin¬ 
est collier on the Pacific Coast, 
the San Pedro, which struck 
on Sunday evening and is now 
regarded as a total lo 

"All yesterday sightseers 
crowded the shore, or hovered 
about the wreck In small 
boats, satisfying their eager 
curiosity until darkness drove 


them away; then a lantern, 
hoisted above the Ul-fated 
steamer, warned others not to 
venture too near the treacher¬ 
ous reef that had proved fatal 
to the San Pedro. 

"The story of the disaster is 
a simple one. The steamer, 
commanded by Capt. H. C. 
Hewitt, had loaded 4.000 tons 
of coal at Comox for San 
Francisco and was proceeding 
for that port, under the pilot¬ 
age of Capt. James Christen¬ 
sen. one of the veterans of 
B.C. waters, who. up to this 
date, had never had an acci¬ 
dent. The intention was to 
drop the pilot, as usual, about 
half a mile out and some¬ 
where between Brotchie Led:.'e 
and Macaulay ’olnt, and the 
ship was going dead slow, 
preparatory to stopping for 
this purpose. 

"Both captain and pilot were 
on the bridge, the night was 
calm and clear, but moonless 
and starless, and the sea was 
smooth as a millpond. Sud¬ 
denly she bumped slid a 
little, bumped again more 
heavily, and became station¬ 
ary. The engines were re¬ 
versed as soon as the first 
shock was felt, but the steam¬ 
er refused to either back or 
swing. 


SWAM FOR THEIR LIVES 


"After repeated whistle sig¬ 
nals to let those ashore know 
of the steamer's distress, one 
of the boats w-as lowered and 
sent, with Pilot Christensen, to 
the Outer Wharf, where the 
telephone was used to l>ring 
the tugs in port to the collier s 
assistance. 

"The work of lightering was 
started immediately and con¬ 
tinued without a moment's''-es- 
sation when, with a sudden 
lurch, the steamer filled aft 
and sank. Those at work 
upon her, fearful of going to 


the bottom with the ship, 
sprang overboard for their 
lives. . . About a dozen of 
the first over the side clung 
to the buoy anchored over the 
dangerous reef, which had 
been cut adrift by the steamer 
and which, floating by the 
wreck, gave those upon it the 
impression that the ship was 
floating into deep water, the 
buoy remaining stationary. 
This, naturally, increased the 
panic, which, fortunatley, was 
short-lived. All got safely 
ashore. . .**

Ruth was a carrier pigeon, generically re¬ 
nted to the dodo which, like Queen Anne, is 
ihiefly famous for being extinct. By no means 
extinct, carrier pigeons formerly fulfilled 
momentous missions. 

Likely the earliest instance of their functional 
activity comes from records of the 5th dynasty 

I of the ancient Pharaohs. Just as the messengers 
©I Lais Poisena went forth from Clusium, 
carrier pigeons went forth from Memphis, “east 
and west and south and north." to bring word of 
the coronation of the king. 

Years later pigeons carried the names of 
those victorious at the Grecian Olympic Games 
to their various home towns, bearers of the 
tiemendous tidings tliat' the local boy had ically 
made good. 

A k»t later still, but before the advent of the 
ticker ta|>e. pigeons were a favored means of 
communication used by stockbrokers and finan¬ 
ciers thus affording the money market a period 
in its history when it harbored not only bulls 
and shears but birds also. 

The Dutch government established a notable 
military system of pigeon communication early 
In the last century. About 100 years later a 
pigeon. "Cher Ami.** achieved outstanding fame 
for devotion to duty at the Argonne in the First 
World War. 

During the 187071 siege of Paris, single 
carrier pigeons, in one trip from Toulouse to 
Paris, transported micro pholographod messages 
the tariff value of which approximated $3,500 - 
all neatly attached to their tails. 

But now, what with Mr. Edison. Mr. Bell, 


Mr. Mai coni. Mr. Morse and others, the economic 
activities of ihe carrier pigeon ate virtually at 

an end. 

However, the sport of raring trained homing 
pigeons is anything but extinct. 

LONG DISTANC'E flying started in Belgium 
in 1818. There was a 500vniW race from Toulouse 
to Bius'ris in 1M81 the same year as regular 
races opened in England Speeds effected ran to 
1 -250 \aids per minute but this record was soon 
shattered by one of 1 yards per minute, 
slightly over fid miles an hour. 

Pigeon raring wa« adopted In the U.S. In 
1875 and regular races started three years later. 

There has been a pigeon club in Victoria for 
some 40 yea is. dating back, as it were. If not to 
the time of the PharAohs. at least to the era of 
"Cher Ami.** 

The Capital City Racing Pigeon Club has as 
its president, Ooige Thomas of 2847 Nanaimo 
Street. Bernard Wnolie> is vice presidential*! Reg 
Hayes of Belmont is m-rretary The racing secre¬ 
tary is Ray Matthews, also of Belmont, and there 
are some 25 members. 

The season s activities run from February to 
August. ^ 

Boy meets girl In the pigeon loft In Feb¬ 
ruary and young birds are trying out their wings 
and increasing their education on until perhaps, 
July. Races for old birds o«upy May. June and 
July and those for young ones from July to 
August. Incidentally, an “old - bird is any feather¬ 
ed friend who ha« passed h»« or her second birth¬ 
day which, by some standards, Is rapid ageing.

That is discovering not so much why - but 
how they do it. 

Mr. Woolley thinks that the rays of light 
from the sun have a good deal of influence. 
While the worst enerri.m of racing pigeons are 
hawks and electric storms, rain, fog and dull 
days also hinder them. 

As a matter of fact pigeons have other un¬ 
common characteristics as well. They have no 
gall bladders which because the ancients to- 
garded gall as ihe origin of bitterness, grief and 
had temper. led to the selection of the dove toe 
pigeon i a** the emblem of pejee. 

In three out ol four cases, according to 
careful observation, t ***q|gro eggs they usually 
lay produce a male and a iemale with the young 
lady generally in the second egg. 

But none of these oddities has ever teen 
satisfactorily explained. 

To say that homing and regular migiation 
are much alike just compounds the prohlem. 

Perhaps it wo;:!d »e better if thc^ pigeon 
peculiarities remained unexplained. Am thing is 
even more interesting when it is a bit mysierioua.

\ID JAMES not (.US, the- founder nt 
\ Irtoria. and the father of Irltinh Co- 
lumMi, have a shoot writer? 

Certainly we know that Douglas wrote 
macnlflrent letter* ta hU family, for the 
original* are pr*--*er\ed In the Provincial 
Archive*. 

Bui what about .h-n few public utterances’ 
He was not jrK rn much to speech-making, not 
having to run for put .c office, and he thought 
It eomehow beneath the dignity of a Royal gov- 
J eoMi to go Around making speeches to the popu¬ 
late Douglait was head of things, and he didn t 
K|\e to explain. 

However. In 1858. he made two speeches that 
go down In our history •* masterpieces. One 
a|»*ech was to the minei* at Fort Victoria, and 
the other to the miners at Fort Vale, on the banks 
of the Fraser. 

Did he write tho*-e speech*^'- 
Now come to lig* t a few lacl* from the life 
of an obscure man in our history.- Richard Gol¬ 
ledge, who lor nine Vri»:s was the private secre¬ 
tary to James D'Ugias. 

Golledge arrived here in 1851 in the hark 
Tory one of the Mayflowers of our history, and 
among his fellow pais* 'gcrs were William John 
Mscdonald. who was to become a mayor of Vic¬ 
toria and a senatoi of Canada: Mr and Mrs. 
Thomas Blink horn a;*d iheir niece. Martha 
Cheney, who was 10 wed Capt. H. K. Ella; Capt. 
and Mrs. E. E. Langfprd and their five daughters, 
and Capt. and Mrs. James Cooper. 

Young Golledge. then about 21. came out In 
the employ o! the Hudsons Bay Company and 
because his penmanship was neat and he was 
well educated. Douglas employed him as his own 
aeeietary. 

Lillie is known r* Go Hedge during the years 
he was with Douglas, from 1851 to the end of 1858. 
He traveled with the governor. mad$ his appoint¬ 
ments. attended lo non personal correspondence, 
and stayed in the background. 

Why he left 1h» Douglas service in 1858 is 
unknown today. Was he dismissed? It could 
have been, as conditions turhed out. No refer¬ 
ence can be found to him in the Douglas diaries 
or letters; Helmckrn. In his memories, mentioned 
him only once, a reference of no Importance. 

GOLLEDGE next bobs up In history as the 
central figure in the great gold rush to Sooke and 
the Leech River. In lWaK 05. 

By this time Douglas had reiired and A. E. 
Kennedy was the governor, and Kennedy named 
Golledge to an hnnortant post, as we read In 
The Colonist. July 30. 1864: 

"His Excellency has been pleased to appoint 
Mr. Richard Golledge to i<e acting gold commis¬ 
sioner for Sooke mining district." 

His reports to Governor Seymour. In perfect 
language, imaginative, descriptive, make some 
historians suspect that perhaps he wyote the two 
great Douglas speeches to the miners in 1858. 
gomr of the phrasing sounds the same. or. at 
least, remarkably similar. 

Ilere are some of the Go 11 edge reports: 

* "The- nugget found by Booth, ami about $200 
worth of veiv coarse <button* gold which has 
been found were mostly taken from the crevices 
of the bed rock of the river. 

“It has mined, without Intermission, the whole 
day. which ha*, howevei. made no difference to 
the excited gold miners. 

"It is really apparent from the deliberate 
manner In which 4 e :♦ :ual miners proceed to 
business their reaoectful yet Independent be¬ 
havior. the preparation* they are making for their 
own prospective comforts, and their style of 
talking, such as “when the water rises too high 
ami prevents our working the bed of the river, 
we will pitch Into these here hills where the gold 
Come s from* all this shows they are determined 
to give the country a thorough prospecting. 

“This afternoon. b*ing the first leisure time I 
have had since my arrival. I took advantage of it 
to proceed some distance up the Leech River. 
aa> thiee miles, from our encampment, and am 
happy to state that, notwithstanding the gold 
fever which prevails, very few miners were not 
otMerving the day of rest. Everyone with whom 
I .xmaulted appeared perfectly satisfied with the 
Chances that awaited them. All are of the opinion 
that great quantities of gold will be found in 
the hills, and for the ahort time the miners hava 
been heie the work done is surprising. 

“With respect to roads to this quarter. I 
think It will be advisable to open a good trail 
almg the Sooke River as well as through the 
country in a southeasterly direction. 
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Victoria Burned 
With Gold Fever 
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RELIC of the gold rush days, this Is one of the olil miners* cabins, occupied at the time 
U was pliotugraplied by John I ragg. the unofficial "mayor of laechtown.** 


"I have to report the existence of two most 
promising quart/ lodes on the Sooke River, dis¬ 
tant about .« mile fiom my tent. One. five feet 
in breadth. I discovered myself, and have shown 
it tsot-aome good men who have sent for imple 
ments to work it. or give it a trial Game of a'l 
kinds abounds. Trout* aie caughf Just outside 
my tent, and my Indian has already brought in 
three deer since his engagement yesterday." 

GOf.LEDGE made frequent trips between 
Sooke and Victoria, then in a state of great ,*x 
citement because of gold on the Leech River. 

We read of some of the goings on in Colonist 

notes of those days: 

"Mr. Alfred Barnett, who brought dispatches 
from our Leech River correspondent, gives us 
the following roadside items: 

•‘Messrs. Stafford and Haliert were met yes¬ 
terday on Munro's trail, not far from the junc¬ 
tion. taking the first livestock on to the creek. 

"Bayley's train of eight pack horses and a 
loaded dray with four hotses was met some 
miles this side of Cook's Munro. with six horses 
was met throe miles from town. Murray Thain 
got through on Wednesday with two pack ani¬ 
mals loaded " 

* * * 

"Mr. Philip Hall of this city is about to erect 
a house of accommodation on the trail to Leech 
River, at Loon Lake, about five miles on this 
side of the confluence of the Sooke and I-eech 
Rivers. The name of the proprietor Is a guar¬ 
antee to the travelling public that the Wants of 
man and beast will be carefully provided for. This 
makes the second roadside inn in the course of 
construction on the new trail." 

"Our harbor has perhaps never displayed a 
more lively appearance than yesterday morning. 
No less than six steamers took their departure 
during the forenoon, two of which were heavily 
laden with miners and others for Sooke The 
stir and bustle caused by the crowd* getting on 
board and at the wharves, the shipping of freight, 
the almost continuous blowing ol . the steam- 


whistles. the frequent departure of schooners, 
sloops and boats, exceeded anything that has 
been seen here since the ‘grand rush* of 1858." 

* * a 

GOVERNOR KENNEDY made a visit to Leech 
River, to be greeted by Cold Commissioner Col- 
ledge: 

"A torchlight procession was formed and 
matched to the commissioner's tent to welcome 
His Excellency, singing on the way ‘For he’s a 
lolly good fellow.' Three cheers were given and 
acknowledged by His Excellency, w-fieS. three more 
cheers were given." 

After the gold rush. Golledge. as far as the 
records go. fades completely away, until, one day 
in 1884. The Colonist had this sad note aoout a 
once brilliant man: 

"Richard Golledge. who 27 years ago was the 
private secretary to Governor Douglas, and was 
aftei wards gold commissioner at Sooke and a 
Justice of the peace of the province, was convicted 
before Mr. Justice Fisher of Esquimalt on Tues¬ 
day on stealing an Indian canoe. He was fined 
$10. It is hoped that Golledge will rid the pro¬ 
vince of his presence, which has become so dis¬ 
tasteful to respectable people. Golledge received 
the education of a gentleman, and is highly con¬ 
nected in England. He took to drink and prowl¬ 
ing about Indian villages nearly 20 years ago, 
and has become a confirmed vagrant." 

Just a few more years, and poor Golledge 
found peace at last. 

"Richard Golledge. an old pioneer, died at St.
